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THE SHERMAN FUNDING BILL 
AGAIN ORITICISED, 

WESSRS. GARLAND, PLUMB, AND VEST EX- 
PRESS THEIR VIEWS ON THE MEASURE 
-—-REPLIES BY MR. SHERMAN—MORE 
AMENDMENTS OFFERED—ONE OF MR. 
BECK’S UTTERANCES DENOUNCED. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12,—Agifin to-day the 

Senate listened for hours to discussions of the 

Sherman funding bill, which the OhioSenator 

endeavored withcut success to bring to a vete, 

Mr. Garland was the fiist speaker. He main- 

tained the legality of the Vest-Carlisle amend- 

ment, and set forth his views with great ear- 
nestness, but without rhetoric, There is no au- 
thority, he declared, for the renewal or per- 
petuation by the Treasury Department of the 
charters of the national banks, and he could 
find nothing in the law under which the 
banks are organized to justify the 
contrary assumption. Mr. Plumb fol- 
lowed Mr. Garland. He declared his 
Intention’ of voting against the Sherman 
bill, although he had voted for the Carlisle 
bill. When he had warmed up to bis subject 
he scolded ex-President Hayes for his veto of 
the funding bill, asserting that his veto was as 
wicked an exercise of the executive power as 
had ever been known. He also lectured Sen- 
ator Sherman a little, insisting that the Sen- 
ate should not take his dictum, for, notwith- 
standing his reputation asa financier, he had 


made several grave mistakes. He read a cal- 
culation which he had made to show that if, 
instead of issuing the 3 per cents, the Govern- 
ment would pay off the debt at the rate 
of $100,000,000 a year for five years, it 
would save $6,000,000 more than it could by 
the negotiation of the3 percent. loan. Mr, 
Allison was Jed by some remarks made by Mr. 
Sherman yesterday to make a speech upon his 
favorite topie, repeating at considerable length 
his well-known silver views. Mr. Sherman 
urged the Senate to take a vote on his bill, but 
Mr. Davis, of West Virginia, offered an 
amendment requiring that all 3h per cent. 
bonds shall be redeemed before the 3 per cents 
Bre called in. 

Mr. Plumb had still another amendment, 
providing that if, after the passage of the act, 
the volume of national bank notes is dimin- 
ished by the operation of the act, the circulat- 


ing notes withdrnwn shall be replaced = | 


Treasury notes not a legal tender. Mr, Vest 
took up several remarks made by Mr. Sher- 
man yesterday and criticised them, drawing 
outa retort from Mr, Sherman. The matter 
went over again as unfinished business, and 
the Senate adjourned until Monday, after 
four days of very light labor during the week. 

Before the debate on the funding bill came 
up, Mr. Ingalls had some objection to make 
to some remarks made by Mr. Beck on 
Tuesday, in his speech on the Morrill tar- 
itf commission bill, He had declared that 
he would promptly repeal the Arrears of 
Pensions act, as a measure conceived in 
sin and brought forth in iniquity, and as 
a fraud upon the American people and a 
standing monument to the ignorance, selfish- 
ness, and cowardice of the American Congress. 
Mr. Ingalls said that, as he had introduced 


the measure, and had been Chairman of the | 
Committee on Pensions when it passed, he | 


proposed to give Mr. Beck an epportunity to 
prove his allegations. He offered a resolution 
declaring it to be the sense of the Senate that 
the act ought not to be repealed. His resolu- 
tion was laid over, on Mr. Beck’s request, in 
order that he might have time to present his 
proofs, Mr. Ingalls expressing his determina- 
tion to have « vote with as little delay as pos- 
sible, 

Mr. Teller’s resolution, calling upon the Sec- 
retary of the Interior to communicate the de- 
vision of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, declaring the land grant to the 
Northern Pacific Ratlroad Company lapsed 
under the law, and also the instructions of the 
Hon. Carl Schurz overruling the Commission- 
er’s decision and restoring the grant without 
reference to Congress, was adopted, with an 
amendment by Mr. Allison calling for the 
ypinion of the Attorney-General on the subject. 

SEE ES 
THE COST OF THE CENSUS. 
HE DEFICIENCY BILL, APPROPRIATING 
$540,000, PASSED BY THE HOUSE. 

Wasuineton, Jan. 12.—The House passed 
to-day a bill appropriating $540,000 to pay 
those expenses attending the taking of the cen- 
sus which have not been met by the sum 
originally appropriated for the work. There 
was practically no objection to the bill, but 
considerable valuable time was used in the 
discussion of it by members who like to see 
their remarks in print. Mr. Hiscock had 
charge of the bill, and he explained why it 
had become necessary to pass it. In May 
last Superintendent Walker discovered that 
the original appropriation would not be suffi- 


cient, beeause of the cost of the work of 
the Special Agents, whose reports will 
be of great value. A postponement of 
the completion of the work, until an 
ndditional appropriation should be given wouid 
have been very unfortunate and would have 
increased the ultimate cost. It was necessary 
that the record of the ages of the inkabitants 
of the country should be finished at once, Mr. 
Hiscock said, in order that there should he 
trustworthy statistics in accordance with 
which the school money might be distributed. 
The agricultural statistics were also needed for 
the work of the Agricultural Department. 
After consultation with prominent officers of 
the Government, it was decided that a volun- 
teer system should be adopted. The clerks 
willingly continued their work, and 
there had been no delay. The Gov- 
proment now was in equity indebted 
to them in the sum of $883,778, and other 
expenses raised the aggregate to $540,000. Mr. 
Cox, of New-York, who is thoroughly familiar 
with the work of the Census Bureau, spoke at 
length in support of the bill, and declared that 
not one doilar had been expended without 
abundant return. The Ninth Census had cost 
$3,336,000, and this one would cost less, 
Making allowance for an increase of 80 per 
cent. in the number of inhabitants, more work 
and better work had been done, and the cen- 
sus had never before been taken so well and so 
economically. Mr. Atkins remarked that 
other appropriations might be needed, but de- 
clared, even if the cost should reach $5,000,000, 
the expenditure per capita would be smaller 
than in 1870. Mr. Blount was willing to vote 
for the bill, but he could not refrain from pro- 
testing against any violation of the whole- 
some statute which forbade heads of depart- 
ments to contract for work which could not be 

aid for under existing appropriations. Mr. 
Vhitthorne made a similar protest. If we 
were to have a Government of law instead of 
a Government of thieves and assassins, he de- 
sired that it should be made known that 
the law must be obeyed. Mr. Hooker, of Mis- 
sissippi, would not admit that these protests 
were pertinent. Mr. Holman moved an amend- 
ment declaring that the passage of the bill 
should not be interpreted as an approval of 
any departure from the requirements of. tho 
jaw, but it was not adopted. Tellers were called 
for, and the vote was almost strictly a partisan 
one of 104 nays and 75 yeas. The bill. as 
originally reported, was then passed without 
trouble.

DISORDER IN THE HOUSE. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The House voted 
to-day to adjourn until Monday next, on the 
motion of Mr. Robeson, who asserted that he 
zould say to the country that such an adjourn- 
ment would be in the interests of true econo- 
my. The committees have not yet prepared 
sufficient business for the House, and if they 
will use the time given them by this adjourn- 


ment something can be accomplished next 
week. The motion was carried by a vote ef 
186 to 50, and, as usual, some one was found 
who foolishly called for the oe and nays. 
Yhey were notordered. The House js a noisy 
body at best, but on several recent occasions 
the disorder in the Chamber has been disgrace- 
ful. The voices of members who were trying 
to discuss questions intelligently have been 
drowned ia the confusion, The official report- 


ers have been unable to carry on their work. 
Roll-calls have been so inaccurately taken that 
the corrections consumed as much time as the 
original call, The Speaker’s task is not an 
easy one, but a more determined effort on his 
part might do some good, 
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DRIFT OF CONGRESSIONAL WORK. 
THE PROPOSED CANNON MONUMENT TO GAR- 
FIELD—NEW RULES REGARDING COM- 
MITTEES—A JUDICIAL BILL. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce referred to-day all biils 
in regard to the promotion of American com- 
merce to asub-committee consisting of Messrs. 
Kellogg, Vest, Conger, Miller, of New-York, 
and Farley. 


Many bills have been introduced in Con- 
gress within the last three or four years direct- 
ing the Secretary of War to give condemned 
bronze cannen to societies or organizations to 
be used in the construction of monuments or 
statues in memory of distinguished soldiers. 
A few weeks ago a bill was introduced in the 
Senate directing the Secretary to give 150 such 
condemned eannon to the Society of the Army 
of the Cumberland to aid in the erection of a 
monument in this city tothe memory of the 
late President Garfield. The supply of these 
condemned cannon was long ago exhausted, 


and the authorities have frequently given in- 
formation to this effect to Congress, The bill 
has been reported with an amendment in the 
nature of a substitute, directing the Secretary 
to pay to the Society of the Army of the Cum- 
berland out of the proceeds of the sales of any 
condemned ordnance or ordnance steres the 
sum of $7,000. 

The report made to the House from the 
Committee on Rules by Mr. Robeson, increas- 
ing the size of several committees, is regarded 
as an attempt to provide places for some mem- 
bers who are dissatistied with the Speaker’s 
Committee assignments. The vote yesterday 
on Mr. Orth’s resolution showed that the feel- 
ing against Speaker Keifer is shared by many 
members. r. Robeson’s report adds twe 
members to the Committee of Ways and 
Means, four to the Judiciary Committee, two 
to the Committee on Banks and Currency, 
four to the Committee on Commerce, three to 
the Committee on Agriculture, four tothe Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, three to Post Offices 
and Post Roads, four to Public Lands, four to 
Pacific Railroads, two te the Committee on 
Improvement of the Mississippi, four to the 
Pension Committee, four to the War Claims 
Committee, and four to the Committee on Ac- 
counts. This additional distribution might be 
of some service to the Speaker, but it would 
make some of the committees so large that 
they would become unwieldy, and considerable 
opposition to the proposed changes is already 
manifested. The committee also reported in 
favor of the establishment of a committee of 
18 members on the Interoceanic Canal and 
Foreign Inland Transpertation. If this com- 
mittee is established the Eads ship railway 
scheme and the various canal projects will come 
before it. Another part of the report shows 
that the advocates ot a heavy appropriation 
for the Mississippi River have gained some 
advantage, although they have not secured all 
they desired. They wished to secure for the 
Committee on Levees and Improvement of the 
Mississippi authority not only to consider all 
bills relating to the improvement of the river, 
but also to report and make up a supplemen- 
tary river and harbor bill relating to that 
river alone, The committee reports in favor 
of sending allitems concerning the improve- 
ment of the river to that committee, but it is 
expected that the Mississippi Appropriation 
bill will be sent to the committee before it is 
finally reported to the House, This report 
from the Committee on Rules will come be- 
fore the House for action on Monday. 

A bill introduced in the House to-day by 
Mr. McCook, of New-York, to reorganize the 
judicial system of the United States, proposes 
the establishment of a court of review in each 


‘judicial circuit of the United States, composed 


of the Circuit Justice, the Circuit Judge, and 
the several Judges within the circuit. The 
bill empowers these courts of review to affirm, 
medify, or reverse the judgments of District 
or Circuit Courts in civil actions brought be- 
fore them for review, or to direct judgment to 
be entered or a new trial to be had, or 
such other proceedings to be taken in the 
courts below as the justice of the case 
may require. Appeals to a courtof review 
are allowed from all tinal decrees of circuit or 
district courts in cases of equity jurisdiction, 
when the matter in dispute exceeds the sum or 
value of $500, and are to be taken in the same 
manner and with like effeet as appeals in such 
cases are now allowéd and taken to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. Appeal is 
allowed in such cases from decrees of the 
courts of review to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. In civil actions the decision of 
the court of review upon a question of fact is 
final, but a review upon the lawof a final 
judgment entered by direction of a courtof re- 
view may be had in the Supreme Court of the 
United States upon writ of error whenever 
the matter in controversy exceeds the sum or 
value of $10,000, or where the adjudication in- 
volves a question as to the construction of the 
Constitution of the United States, or where 
the court of review shall certify that the adju- 
dication involves a legal question of suflicient 
importanee to require that a final decision 
should be made by the Supreme Court. Ap- 
peals to the Supreme Court are allowed from 
decrees in equity and in civil cases of ad- 
miralty and maritime jurisdiction, entered by 
direction of the courts of review in causes 
where the matter in controversy ex- 
ceeds the sum or value of $10,000, 
The bill also provides for the review 
by the courts of review of judg- 
ments rendered in criminal cases by 
Circuit or District Courts and for the 
determination of exceptions taken to any part 
of the charge of a Circuit or District Court to 
ajury. Questions respecting the admission or 
exclusion of testimony in criminal cases may 
be referred to the courts of review fiom the 
lower courts, after the rendition of a verdict 
and before sentence, for determination and 
decision, and upon this decision the court be- 
low may grant a newtriaior not, as the case 
may require. Such questious may be referred 
to the Supreme Court when, in the opinion of 
the court of review, they are of sufficient im- 
portance to be decided by that court. 

A bill was introdueed in the House by Mr. 
Bayne, of Pennsylvania, this morning, repeal- 
ing the tax on bank deposits, It provides that 
every banking association —— in sec- 
tion 5,157, chapter 2, Revised Statutes, shall 
pay to the Treasurer of the United States 
every half year one-fourth of 1 per cent. on 
the average amount of its notes in cireulation ; 
and one-fourth of 1 per cent., every half-year, 
on the average amount of its capital stock be-

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JUDGE KELLEY’S COMMITTEE, 
BEVERAL SUB-COMMITTEES APPOINTED TO 
CONSIDER VARIOUS SUBJECTS. 

Wasuincron, Jan. 12.—The Committee 
of Ways and Means appointed to-day, at the 
suggestion ef the Chairman, Judge Kelley, a 
number of standing sub-committees, <A large 
number of private bills for the refunding of 
taxes and Customs duties and upon other sub- 
jects, are sent to this committee at each ses- 
sion of Congress, Inthe past it has been the 
custom to refer these bills as they came in to 
temporary sub-committees of one, two, or 
three members. It is said that no effort was 
made to conduct this part of this important 
committee’s business in a systematic way. It 
is plain that there is am advantage to be gained 
by placing all bills of a certain class in the 
hands of a sub-committee, and it is believed 
that the new arrangement is a great impreve- 
ment on old methods, There have also been 
appointed standing committees on tariif legis- 
lation and on proposed changes in the [aternal 
Revenue laws. The sub-committees are as 
follows: On Tariff Commission and Tariff Le- 
gislatioa—Messrs. Kasson, McKinley, Hub- 
bell, Tucker, and Morris; on Proposed 
Changes in Internal Revenue—Messrs, Dun- 
nell, Russell,- Errett, Randall, and Carlisle; 
on Claims for the Refunding of Customs Duties 
—Messrs. McKinley, Hubbell, and Morrison; 
on Refunding of Tax on Tobacco, Cigars, and 
Snuff—Messrs. Haskell, Russell, and Tucker; 
on Refunding of Tax on Distilled Spirits— 
Messrs. Hubbeli, Duanell, and Carlisle; on 
Miscellaneous Claims for Refunding of Inter- 
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nal Tax—Messrs. Dunnell, Russell, and Ran- 
dall; on Reimbursements for Lost Bonds— 
Messrs, Errett, Kasson, and Speer.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 12, 1882. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $463,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day

As soon as the old college property on Merid- 
ian Hill, just north of the boundary, can be 
disposed of the Trustees intend to erect on the 
new lot a building for the college, the Law 
School, and the Gorcoran Scientific Sckool. 


A brief caueus of Democratic Representa 
tives from the State of New-York was held 


after the adjournment of the House this after- 
noon, at whieh views were exchanged regard- 
ing the formation of committees. Several of 
the members are dissatisfied with their assign- 
ments, and maintain that the State 
is not properly represented on the im- 
portant committees. A member who was 
resent at the conference said that it was the 
intention of the delegation to request that the 
Democratic members be respectively assigned 
plaees on some of the more prominent commit- 
tees, should it be decided to inerease the mem- 
bership, as recommended by the Committee on 
ules, 
The French and American Claims Commis- 
sion met to-day. In the case of Lebret against 


the United States, the consideration of the de- 
murrer was postponed until the hearing on the 
merits. In the case of Chanel against the 
United States, leave was granted to strike frem 
the files certain depositions, on the ground 
that they were taken in the absence 
of the claimant. In the case of Omer 
against the United States, an award 
was made of $115, with interest from Jan. 1, 
1863. The case of Lehman Meyer against the 
United States was dismissed on the ground 
that the claimant became a naturalized citizen 
of the United States before the treaty of 1880. 
In the case of Phillippi against the United 
States a motien was made to reopen the argu- 
ment. The court took it under advisement 
anu adjourned. 

Messrs. A. M. Powell, of the National Tem- 
perance Advocate, and the Hon. William E, 
Dodge, President of the National Temperance 
Soeiety, of New-York City, appeared to-day 
before the Select Committee on Alcoholic 
Liquor Traffic, and spoke in favor of the ap- 
pointment of a commission to inquire into the 
liquor traffic of the United States. They took 
the ground that while there had been com- 
missions appointed on the examination of 
steam-boilers, on the currency, transporta- 
tion reutes, bugs and grasshoppers, the cotton- 
worm, &c., nothing had been effected in the 
way of inquiring into the increasing traffic in 
intoxicating beverages. They both spoke at 
length on the evils—meral, political, social, 
and physicai—of the use of liquor, and used 
many forcible arguments in favor of the estab- 
lishment of a commission. 

Ths Senate Committee on Indian Affairs 
held a meeting to-day to afford a committee 
appointed by the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church a hearing on the subject 
of Indian legislation. The Hon. William FE. 
Dodge, of New-York, Chairman of the visiting 
committee, in a short address, presented the 
views of the Christian body which be repre- 
sented, Judge Strong, late of the Supreme 
Court, read a memorial to be presented to 
Congress, urging legislation looking to the 
establishyment of the Indians in homes of 
their own, the education of their chil- 
dren, and their gradual adoption into 
citizenship. Short addresses were made by 
the Rev. Mr. Riggs, of Dakota, who, for the 
past 45 years, has been a missionary among 
the Sioux; Dr. Hall, of New-York; Gen. Arm- 
strong and Capt. Pratt, of the Hampton and 
Carlisle Indian schools, all of whom urged the 
importance of prompt attention on the part of 
Congress to the question of civilizing the In- 
dian,

whose names have heretofore been linked with 
defeat. Tho Jewett men have been heard 
from heretofore in our State conventions, but 
it has always been in a desultory sortof a way, 
chiefly with reference to dark-horse chances, 
and without any expenditure of money or 
management. You see, Jewett ran for Gov- 
ernor once years ago, and since his defeat he 
has cared more for railroads than for polities, 
But I believe ho intends to do something tne 
next time, and more evidence of that fact will 
be apparent as things develop with time.” If 
he does come eut he will find many strong sup- 
porters among the old-line Democrats of Ohio, 
although the youthful and now dominant wing 
will be heard from in sturdy opposition.

THE LEGAL VIEW OF SPIRITUALISM. 
Hartrorp, Conn., Jan. 12.—A novel case 

was argued to-day before the Supreme Court, in- 
volving the question whether Spiritualism is insan- 
ity, the case being where a testator in his will made 
provision for the propagation of Spiritual doctrine. 
The willis that of Calvin Hall, of Somers. The 
testator had no nearer relatives than nieces and 
nephews. ‘To these he gave the bulk of his prop- 
erty, and left a small legacy to the Spiritualist 
Church of Somers, He made his will in 1856, and 
died 23 years later, in 1879. Between the time of 
making his will and his death, he paid all the lega- 
cies except that to the Spiritualist Church of Som- 
ers, and took receipts from the legatees that they 
had received their legaeies, and that they would 
never contest the will. Just before the limit ex- 
pired for heirs outside the State contesting the will 
and tong after it bad expired for those in the State, 
a grandnephew of the testator, living in New-York 
City, took an appeal, claiming that because the 
testator was a Spiritualist he was insane. ‘The case 
was tried before the jury in Tolland last June, and 
the jury set aside the will. Itis claimed that the 
jury was made up principally of Congregational 
Deacons. Tho question is on a new trial, and 
whether the Judge, in refusing to charge the jury 
that a belief in Spiritualism was not conclusive evi- 
dence of insanity, erred in his decision. A decision 
was reserved.

PREMIER GAMBETTA’S POLITICAL 
PROGRAMME, 

THE BILL FOR THE REVISION OF THE CON- 

STITUTION TO BE INTRODUCED ON B6AT- 

URDAY—THE OPPOSITION VERY STRONG. 


Paris, Jan. 12,—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day, MM. Lepére, Philippoteaux, Gob- 
let, and Tirard were elected Vice-Presidents. 

M. Gambetta will probably introduce the 
bill providing for the revision of the Constitu- 
tion on Saturday. The opposition to the re- 
vision is now very strong. Many members of 
the Chamber of Deputies who were elected on 
the revision ticket have written to their elec- 
tion commaittees asking to be released from 


their pledge, asa revision of the Constitution 
is unnecessary now that the Senate is in kar- 
mony with the Chamber of Deputies. 

Lonpon, Jan, 12.—In spite of an article in 
the Rénublique Francaise positively declaring 
that M. Gambetta would push the scrutin de 
liste question, special dispatches from Faris 
point to certain signs that he may possibly 
adopt a more prudent eourse. <A subsequent 
article in the Paris, his evening organ, states 
that if the idea of embodying the scrutin de 
liste system of election in the Constitution 
shocks the Chamber of Deputies M. Gambetta 
will understand the measure and limits to 
which his responsibility will be engaged. 
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GERMAN STATE INTERESTS. 
THE ECCLESIASTICAL BILL—A_ COMPLICA- 
TION WITH HOLLAND. 

Bert, Jan. 12.—The three Liberal 
parties in the Reichstag have finally agreed to 
present a bill on accideut insurance which 
will meet the Government’s views half-way. 
It is hoped the compromise will be accepted, 
In yesterday's debate on the Eeclesiastical bill 
the Conservatives showed a conciliatory 
disposition toward tho Centre Party, 


and only opposed Herr Windthorst’s mo- 
tion abrogating the law forbidding 
the exerciso ot ecclesiastical functions 
without Government authorization, on the 
ground that the question should not be dealt 
with piecemeal. The Clericals are rejoicing 
over the prospect of a two-thirds majority for 
Herr Windthorst’s motion. The Conserva- 
tives assert that the Government will accept 
the motion. 

The Yageblatt says: ‘‘Germany has made 
certain demands on Holland in regard to 
facilities for the navigation of tho Rhine and 
the proteetion of the German fisheries 
on that river. The demands were cold- 
ly received. The recall of Baron von 
Canitz, the German Minister at Tne Hague, 
is connected with kis want of firmness in sup- 
porting the demands. He is to be replaced by 
the Count von Eulenberg, a brother of the for- 
mer Prussian Minister of the Interior.”’ 

The restriction placed on the freedom of the 
press increases daily.

LISBON, Jan. 12.—The festivities in honor of 
the King and Queen of Spain are proceeding 
most successfully. There has not been the 
slightest disturbance, 

{0ME, Jan. 12.—The Pope declined to com- 
ply with the law requiring him to fill up acen- 
sus paper, but a Monsignore filled up the re- 
turn, showing that there are 500 persons living 
in the Vatican, one-third of whom are females. 

St. PETERSBURG, Jan. 12.—The Novroe Vrem- 
va says: ** Tne imperial ukase in regard to 
peasants’ lands provides that after the end of 
1882 the Crown will transfer to the peasants 
that portion of the lands alloted to them at the 
time of their emancipation, and, in considera- 
tion of the annual payments which they have 
been unable to redeem or compromise, the 
Crown will pay to the land-owners 80 per cent. 
of the iechakle value of the landso tpansferred.”’ 

Catro, Jan. 12.—Mr. Malet, the British Con- 
sul-General, has informed Cherif Pasha, Prime 
Minister, that the Anglo-French collective note 
is only intended to intimate the continuance of 
the close alliance of England and France in re- 
gard to Egypt. 

LIVERPOOL, Jan, 12.—The Court of Inquiry 
has coneluded the investigation of the collision 
between the Cunard Line steamer Catalonia 
and the British bark Helenslee, which occurred 
Dec. 25, one mile from Roche’s Point, lreland, 
when the bark sank and nine of hor crew per- 
ished. The court found that the eollision was 
due to an error of judgment on the part of the 
Captain of the Helenslee in altering the course 
of his vessel, and thus coming in collision with 
the Catalonia, but that there was nothing in 
the conduct of either of the Captains needing 
any interference with their certificates, 

DRESDEN, Jan, 13.—Five of the 39 persons 
accused of distributing Socialistie election 
proclamations have been found guilty. The 
severest sentence imposed was four months’ 
imprisonment. 

LONDON, Jan, 15.—A dispatch from Vienna 
says that tumults are reported against the 
Jews at Czernowitz. 

A dispatch from Naples says that the sud- 
den departure of a dispatch boat to Caprera 
with physicians has raised anxiety regarding 
Garibaldi’s health. 

A correspondent at Constantinople says: 
“The Sultan called a meeting of the Cabinet 
to consider the Anglo-French note concerning 
Egypt. The sitting lasted until an early hour 
in the morning. Itis rumored that the Porte 
will address a protest to the powers, as the 
Sultan is jealous of his prerogatives as suze- 
rain.”

THE INDEPENDENT CONVENTION ON MAY 24 
—THE BREACH WIDENING. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 12.— The Inde- 
pendert conference, its leaders say, was an 
entire suecess, They profess themselves fully 
satisfied with it in every respect, and confident 
that it is the beginning of a most important 
movement in the politics of the State, and pos- 
sibly of the Nation. Those in attendance aum- 
bered about 200, there being a larger repre- 
sentation from outside and a somewhat smaller 
one from inside the city than had been ex- 
pected. The meeting was held at the Assem- 


bly Building, where Mr. Wolfe delivered his 
first address last October, and the hall 
was crowded when the meeting was called 
to order. The President was John J. Pinker- 
ton, of West Chester, the law partner in that 
place of ex-Attorney-General MacVeagh. 
Among those who took an active part were 
Philip C. Garrett, Chairman of the Committee 
of One Hundred; Wharton Barker, E. Dunbar 
Lockwood, Joel J, Baily, Rudolph Blanken- 
burg, and Hampton L. Carson, from this city, 
all of them prominent in the municipal reform 
movement. From the State there were taree 
or four editors of Republican newspapers, 
several lawyers, and many manufacturers 
and business men of local influence. 
The meeting continued for about three hours, 
much of the time being occupied with the 
speeches, more or less declamatory. Mr. 
Wolfe delivered a speech of some Jength, and 
Mr. Barker read an address to the people of 
the State which was directed to be issued, 
with the names of al] who participated in the 
conference appended to it. 

The discussion was chiefly over the question 
as to the time the proposed State Convention 
should be held, The proposition to iix a date 
in advance of the Republican conven- 
tion did not meet with entire favor 
amomg the country representatives, some 
of them strongly urging that the 
better policy was to wait and see what was 
done by the regular convention. It was finally 
agreed, with almost complete unanimity, to 
call the convention at Philadelphia on May 
24, two weeks after the regular gathering, at 
which time the situation will be fully devel- 
oped. The leaders, however, desired it to be 
fully understoed that they proposed positively 
to nominate a ticket at the date now fixed. A 
committee to arrange a plan of representation 
in the convention was appointed. The irrita- 
tion among the Philadelphia elements in the 
revolt has been materially increased, as was 
evident by the proceedings and speeches, 
by the action of the election officers in tke 
municipal primaries on Tuesday evening. In 
wards where a close contest was anticipated 
the votes of many persons were rejected on 
the ground that they voted for Wolfe, instead 
of Gen. Baily, in November, notwithstanding 
their representation that they had voted for 
Gen. Garfield at the last Presidential election. 
This had the effect, virtuaily, of expelliag 
these men from the party, and the bad feeling 
caused by it was shown to-day. It is evident 
that in the election of members of Councils 
next month there will be a general break-n 
of party lines. Several Independent candi- 
dates are already annoureed, and others will 
be brought out. The dissatisfied elements 
throughout the State are enraged to open rev- 
olution by the strong outbreak of feeling in 
Philadeiphia, and it is easy to see that any 
fanning or feeding of the preseat flame may 
do serious, if not fatal, damage to Republican 
prespects in Pennsylvania this year. 

Easton, Penn., Jan 12.—Gen. James A. 
Beaver, whose names mentioned prominently 
as the Cameron selecticn for nomination as 
Republicaw candidate for Governor, paid Eas- 
ton a visit this afternoon, ostensibly in a social 
way. An informal reception was held at 
Judge Reeder’s office, and several prominent 
Republicans, mostly Cameron men, called on 
him. Inconversation he said that while he 
was not an announced candidate for nomina- 
tion, he would not decline torun should the 
people decide to take him up,

MINNESOTA PINE LAND FRAUDS. 
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THE COMPLAINTS OF SWINDLING 
EMPTIONS—WASHBURN’S BILL, 

St. Pavun, Minn., Jan. 12.—Tha Pioneer- 
Press this morning, commenting editorially on the 
recent exposure of frauds in the Duluth land 
district, throws new light on the mo- 
tive and methods, as follows: ‘Since the Home- 
stead law gave every bona fide settler the op- 
portunity of acquiring 160 acres of land as a 
free gift of the Government, the Pre-emption law 
searcely served any other purpose than a cover 
for fraud. Pre-emptions have rarely been made 
of late years except in the interest of specu- 
lators. The most profitable theatre of their ope- 
rations has been in the pine regions. The pre- 
emption of pine land in Minnesota or Wiscon- 
sin is a frand on its face, for these lands 


are generally worthless for agricultural pur- 
poses, and no one enters them with any 
view to settle onorimprove. Washburn’s purpose 
to introduce a bill forthe repeal of the Pre-emp- 
tion laws has a close relation to the rumored abuse 
of those laws which have recently been discovered 
inthe Duluth land district. it appears that the 
complaints in reference to fraudulent pre-emption 
in that district originated with the Minneapolis 
lumbermen and other extensive owners of pine 
lands in thut and the adjacent region of the Upper 
Mississippi. The substances of these complaints is 
that large and choice tracts of pine forest districts, 
permeated by the St. Louis River and other 
streams emptying into Lake Superior, have 
been fraudulently entered under the Pre-emp- 
tion law by persons in the employ ot large 
lumber manufacturing firms, whose seat of opera- 
tions is not at Minneapolis, and that in order to 
give a semblanee of compliance with the regula- 
tions and requirements as to settlement, bogus 
etn, were provided with patent portable 
1ouses Which were easily moved about from one 
desirable quarter section to ancther. The investi- 
gation might be profitably extended into other 
Land Office districts and back over the records. 
For a long period more than one United States ex- 
Land Officer and a good many associate speculators 
are reported to have acquired large weaith in ex- 
tensive and valuable tracts of pine by means of 
bogus ovre-emptions and _ fraudulent eit 
Incidentally, too, it might be worth while 
to find out just how muoh, if any, truth there is in 
the rumors that certain parties have made their 
preparations to gobble up the valuable pine lands 
on the Millelaes Reservation as soon as they can 
bring about the removal of the Indians, which they 
have been long intriguing to aceomplish. Unless 
facts have been grossly exaggerated by common 
rumor, a considerable propertion of the pine lands 
of the Upper Mississippi must have been acquired 
by means that would not stand the test of rigid 
scrutiny.” 

Observant old settlers in Minnesota think this a 
mild and incomplete statement of the case, and 
say the Minneapolis lumbermen, of whom Wash- 
burn is one, have secured thousands of acres of 
pine lands by fraud within the last 20 years, and 
now suddenly become yirtuous aad propose to 
break up the practice to protect themselves from 
competition from a rival Stillwater firm, Nelson & 
Co., which has designs upon the northern pine 
lands. Washburn’s bill is said to be aimed at this 
firm,

THE BANQUET TO MR. BREWSTER, 


THE NEW ATTORNEY-GENERAL ENTERTAINED 


BY THE PHILADELPHIA BAR. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 12.—The Hon. Benja- 
min Harris Brewster, Attorney-General of the 
United States, was the guest of the Philadelphia 
Bar this evening at a complimentary din- 
ner given him at the Aldine Hotel. The gather- 
ing was a distinguished one, made up of 
Judges and lawyers, The dining hall was 
beautifully decorated with the national colors. 
The guest of the evening, supported by ex-Attor- 
ney-General Wayne MacVeagk, sat at the richt of 
George W. Biddle, who presided at the dinner, 
and with Gov. Hoyt on his left. The 
Germania Orchestra, conesaled behind a bower 


ef ferns and plants, played during the banquet. 

Mr. Biddle said the Bar of Philadeiphia had 
chosen the occasion to testify their pleasure at the 
elevation of Mr. Brewster to the highest legal posi- 
tion in the country. He proposed as the first toast, 
* Our Guest.”’ 

Mr. Brewster, in returning thanks for the honor, 
said that he had vainly tried to sketch an outline 
of his reply, and could but ask what he had done 
to merit so much kindness. He rejoiced to know 
that it was to be his lot to live and work 
with and for his brethren of the Bar. As he 
had entered upon his office with their applause, 
so with the help of God he would leave it without 
a stain. [Prolonged applause.] The Hon. Wayne 
MacVeagh, in replying to the toast, ** The Attorney- 
General,” said that he was hopeless of im- 
proving anybody present by his remarks but the 
Judges, [laughter,] and as for them he had fre- 
quently offered them excellent advice and sound 
reasons, which they did not appreciate. [Laughter.] 
After a glowing tribute to Chief-Justice Sharswood, 
Mr. MacVeagh congratulated the country on the 
acquisition of an Attorney-General such as Ben- 
jamin H. Brewster. Noticing the ehanges 
in the character of the office since it was 
held by Randolph, he observed that the At- 
torney-General of to-day was held responsible 
not only for his own department, but for the ad- 
ministration of nearly all the others. Pennsyl- 
vania had a hereditary interest in the office, as its 
second incumbent was William Bradford, and 
20 years later another Pennsylvanian, Rich- 
ard Rush, was calied to the same high 
office, to be succeeded in 1840 =o by 
Henry D. Gilpin, a man of high culture and courtly 
manners. Such men were aptly followed by Mr. 
Brewster. The succeeding toasts were responded 
to as follows: ‘**The Judiciary,” Judge Allison;

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RAVAGES CF SMALL-POX. 
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THE SPREAD THROUGHOUT THE WEST—CASES 
IN MANY LARGE CITIK8, 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Jan. 12.—The Board of 
Health reports 13 new cases of small-pox to-day. 
The municipal hospital contains about 70 eases and 
is erewded to its utmost capacity. 

CINCINNATI, Jan. 12.—The health officers 
reported this afternoon that 65 new cases of smali- 
pox have appeared during this week, an increase 
of 25 over last week. Twelve persons died of ths 
disease during the week and 40 have been dis- 
charged from the hospital well. One hundred and 
nine cases have been under treatment during the 
week, and 900 persons have been vaccinated by the 
physicians of the Health Department. Thomas 


Morgan, of Covington, while delirious from small- 
pox, jumped from a second-story window to-day 
and fractured his skull. Major Hicks, sentenced to 
be hanged Jan. 27, has the small-pox in the Coving- 
ton Jail. The other prisoners will be removed. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. 12.—One of the 
small-pox cases received into the Lake View Pest- 
house was from the United States Marine Hospi- 
tal. The patient was asailor who had been con- 
tined to nis bed for three months, Lest Winter the 
most densely populated part of the village hada 
case of smali-pox imported from Chicago, and vac- 
cination was thoroughly enforced. Recently an- 
other Chicago case died, but without causing any 
spread of the disease. The Secretary of the board 
reports a very gratifying reception of the vaccina- 
tion order, and estimates that about 450,000 school 
children will have been vaccinated by Jan. 25, the 
period fixed by the board for the exclusion of all 
unvaccinated children. 

Boston, Jan. 12.—The Cunard steamer 
Marathon, whieh arrived last evening, was de- 
tained at Quarantine, having on board one case of 
small-pox. The patient, a sailor, was removed to 
Galleup’s Island, and all on board, numbering 170, 
were vaceinated. The ship was thoroughly fumi- 
gated during the night, and: was allowed to pro- 
ceed on her way this morning. 

VY ASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The Natienal Board 
of Health reports that during the week ending Jan. 
7 there were 9 new cases of small-pox in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y.; 1 case of varioloid in Whitehall, N. Y.; 
89 new cases of small-pox and 35 deaths in Pitts- 
burg; 14 cases and 9 deaths near Milan, Tenn., and 
2 deaths in Lake, Ill.

A NEW AND IMPORTANT WITNESS 
DUCED BEFORE THE GRAND JURY. 

New-HAVEN, Jan. 12.—The introduction of 
witnesses in the Malley murder case before the 
Grand Jury who have not until now been heard of, 
except by the prosecuting attorney and possibly 
the detectives, has led to much speculation as to 
how much evidence is in possession of the State.

1t was ascertained to-day that the State would not 
make use of the witness Williamson, the cham- 
ber-maid in the Foote Building, her varying testi- 
mony in the lower court rendering her of no value 
as to credibility. From the length of time occupied 
by the examination of witnesses, it 1s almost cer- 
tain that the labors of the Grand Jury cannot be 
concluded this week. The new witness, Henry 
Buck, roves of great importance to the 
State. His testimony covers a _ period of 
time that was ia obscurity, and refers to the time 
between Thursday night and Friday afternoon, 
Aug. 4and5. On Friday morning he saw Jennie 
Cramer and Blanche Douglass pass down Elm, 
toward Orange, street. This was at 11 o'clock in 
the forenoon. He knew Jennie for years and has 
identitied Blanche Douglass by a photograph. 
Until this witness came into the case 1t was uncer- 
tain wherewennie was between the time she was 
at Redcliffe's late Thursday night and the noon of 
the next day. It is now seen that she was with 
Bianche early on the Friday and with James later

The general summary of the Treas- 
urer shows receipts, under all headings, amounting 
to $726,380 73, and payments, $615,759, leaving a 
balance of $110,621 73. The receipts of the college

THE SESSIONS OF THE HOUSES, 
MORE BALLOTS WITHOUT RESULT—BILLI 
AND RESOLUTIONS IN THE SENATE. 

ALBANY, Jan. 12.—Two more ballots, 
making three aitogether, were taken foi 
Speaker of the Assembly this morring. They 
only demonstrated that the Republicans wera 
a unit, that the Democrats were still divided, 
and that the dead-lock cannot be broken in the 
existing condition of affairs.. There were 126 
members present when the roll was called, 
Mr. Bogan, of Tammany, and Major Hagger- 
ty, a doubtful Democrat, were the absentees, 
As neither Mr. Alvord nor Mr. Patterson, the 
party candidates, voted, the number of votes 
necessary to elect was 63, The 60 Republicans 
voted for Mr. Alvord and the 58 Tilden Demo- 
erats for Mr. Patterson. Five Tammany mem- 
bers voted for J. J. Costello and Costello in 
turn for Mr. Cullen, Then Mr. Benedict, the 


editor and publisher of the Ellenville paper, 
much to the surprise of those who noted his 
opposition to further balloting on Wednes- 
day, moved that another ballot be 
taken. When it came his turn to 
vote for Mr. Patterson, he nervously ex- 
plained that his previous opposition was mean- 
ingless, that he had no desire needlessly to de- 
lay organization. He believed, however, that 
they (referring to the Tilden Democrats) had 
got to stay right here and wear the contest 
out. He saw no reason to believe that it 
would end this week, or next week, or in a 
month from now. He could be depended upon, 
however, to ballot and ballot until the ques- 
tion was worm out. Mr, Benedict's views were 
received in silence. It is not believed that so 
young @ man has been intrusted with the 
privilege of giving utterance to the opinions 
of Mr. Tilden’s gray-haired managers. 

The second ballot was in progress when Mr, 
Bogan came in, and, having satisfied himself, 
after some deliberation, of the exact condition 
of affairs, voted for J. J. Costello. The ballot 
proved as fruitless as the other, the only 
change in the figures being in Costello’s total, 
Mr. Bogan’s unexpected appearance having 
given him 6 votes, as against the 5 of ths 
previous ballot. Col. Murphy maintained his 
record by moving an adjournment, and mak- 
ing 12 o’clock the hour for opening the daily 
session until otherwise ordered. This wag 
agreed to, and also the motion of Mr. Brooks 
that balloting for a Speaker ana other officers 
of the House should be made the special order 
for to-morrow. 

The Senate held a half-hour’s session to-day, 
and went so far in the effort to organize as td 
take one vote for Clerk. The result was the 
same as the vote previously taken for thesame 
officer. The Democrats voted for their rezu- 
lar caucus nominee, Daniel S. Lamont; the 
Republicans voted for their nominee, Jonn W, 
Vrooman, and the three Tammany Senators 
voted for Mauriee F. Holahan. The vote 
stood: Vrooman, 13; Lamont, 12; Holahan, 3. 
Two Democratic Senators—Jones and Titus 
—did not vote, on account of their 
being being paired with MeCarthy and 
Allen, who _ were absent. Aiter the 
vote, Senator MacArthur, Republican, moved 
to take another vote, and that the candidate 
having the highest number of votes be de- 
clared elected. This propositicn created a 
general laugh, and bofore any action eould be 
taken on it Mr. Jacobs moved to adjourn, 
which was carried. Several of the regular 
Demoerats express strong confidence in being 
able to effect an organization of the Senate to- 
morrow, but they do not indicate very clearly 
how it is to be done further than to reiterate 
in the most emphatic manner their oft-repeat- 
ed declarations that it will not be by the with- 
drawal of Mr. Jacobs as a candidate pro tem. 
This point may as well be regarded as sottled, 
and all rumors or conjectures to the contrary 
may be set down as idle and without founda- 
tion. 

A largo number of reports of State officers 
and institutions were presented and ordered 
printed. Among them were the reports of the 
Controller, State Engineer, Superintendent 
of Public Works, Board of Auditaad Auditor, 
the Children’s Aid Society, Syracuse Univer- 
sity, State Asylum for Idiots, and Willard 
Asylum for the Insane. Senator Russell in- 
treduced a bill authorizing the People’s Ferry 
Company to run boats between Broadway in 
Brooklyn andthe foot of East Twenty-third- 
street, New-York. Mr. Covert introduced a 
bill incorporating a German-American Trust 
Cempany. Mr. Fitzgerald introduced a bill 
altering the map and pian of New-York City 
and laying out streets on the Harlem 
River. Mr. Russell introduced a _resolu- 
tion, offered last year by Mr. Schroeder and 
passed, providing for an amendment to the 
Constitution restricting the expenditure of 
money by municipalities and forbidding the 
joan of the same to private corporations. The 
ill-digested resolution offered yesterday by 
Senator Boyd calling upor tke Controller fer 
information as to how much tax would have 
been paid by the Central Railroad Company 
during the iast 21 years under acertain contin- 
gency, hascaused a panic among the clerks of 
the Controller’s office. The information is not 
accessible from any records in that office, and 
itis doubtful whether it could be obtained from 
any source. Inany event, it would require, 
according to the Deputy Controller, Mr. Gal- 
lian, 10 months to collect the iaformation, and 
an increase of at least 10 clerks te the working 
foree of the Controller’s office. Before Mr. 
Boyd propounds any moreconundrums of that 
sort, he would do well to inquire into the possi- 
bilities of getting the information he is after.

THE STATE PRISONS. 

AxpBany, Jan. 12.—The annual report of 
Louis D. Pilsbury, Superintenaent of State Prisons, 
was presented to the Legislature to-day. In it h« 
says: . 

“The financial success of the prisons during the 
past year, notwithstanding the decrease in thé 
number of tneir inmates and the increase in the 
cost of supplies, has exceeded the most sanguine 
expectations. For the first time in their histors 
they have become not only self-sustaining, but 
have paid a balance into the State ._ In 
stead of the heavy and constantly increasing burs 
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dens imposed upon the people of the State under 
the former system of prison administration, they 
have now become asource of revenue. There is no 
reason why they should not continue at least to 
maintain themselves in the future, except through 
mismanagement, the general prostration of busi- 
ness, or a considerable decrease in the number 
of commitments. These results have been. at- 
tained by the application of sound business 
Pprinciples,economy in the purchase of supplies, 
the prevention of waste, and the profitable em- 
ployment of every able-bodied prisoner. At’ the 
same time the food has been abundant, sufficient- 
ly varied, and Properly cooked. ‘That careful at- 
tention is paid to both food and clothing is 
shown by their sanitary condition, whieh, as 
appears by the accompanying reports of the 
Several physicians, compares favorably with 
that of similar classes outside of the pris- 
ons. ‘The financial results of the year are 
chiefly valued because they show that disci- 
Dline, the preservation of order, the enforcement 
of industry and obedience to the reasonable rules 
of the prisons, have been fully maintained, It is 
gratifying to add that this has been accomplished 
without resort to eruel and unneeessary punish- 
ment. The prisoners themselves generally under- 
stand that their own wei/are is promoted by obe- 
dience to the proper commands of their officers. 
Whilo efforts for the reclamation of the prisoners 
a ne the ministrations of the chaplains and tho 
influence of good books isnot undervalued, It is 
believed that no system of reformation that is not 
based upon the maintenance of discipline and pro- 
fuctive industry can ever be successful. 

‘*There were 1,297 prisoners discharged during 
the yon. of which number 40 were recommitted. 
Of the number thus returned, 1 was recommitted 
at Auburn, 1 at Clinton, and 88 at Sing Sing. 
These firures show a considerable decrease as com- 
pared with previous years. Nearly all of theso 
recommittals are from the City of New-York, and 
represent a class regarded as permanently crim- 
inal. The gradual decrease in the number of in- 
mates of our State prisons has been a marked fea- 
tnrein their history under the present system 
of administration. It is evidence that notwith- 
standing our rapid inerease in population there 
isan actual decrease in the number of crimes 
committed, act least of the higher grades, and 
that the State prisons are, to some extent, accom- 
plishing a higher object than the best pecuniary 
results, through the deterring and reformatory in- 
filuenee of their improved discipline. The criminal 
classes appreciate the fact that aterm in prison 
means hard and continuous labor, strict obedience 
to rules, and punishment for their willfulinfraction. 
They know that escapo is now almost impossible, 
either through the nogligence or connivance of 
oflicials, er the leniency of the pardoning power, 
In this connection it is proper to state, as illustrat- 
ing the vigilance of the officers in charge of the 
several prisons, that not aaingla.escape ocourred 
during the year.”

THE CONTROLLER'S REPORT. 

ALBANY, Jan. 12,—The annual report of 
Controller Wadsworth, presented to tho Legisla- 
ture to-day, is aplain business statement, almost 


devoid of recommendations. Most of the statis- 
tics were summarized in the Governor’s Message.

Of the reduced taxation he says: “The reduc- 
tion of the rate of taxation for State purposes to 
the above low figure is attributable to the revenue 
derived from the tax put upon the franchise er 
business of corporations by ehapter 542 of acts of 
1880, as amended by chapter 386i of 1881, and to a 
judicious use of the veto power by Gov. rnell, 
itis not a fictitious or foreed rate, but one that, 
even with the new tax laws now in force, can be 
maintained; and if the Legislature will enact into 
statntes some of the recommendations made by 
the Tax Commission of 1881, i will be but a few 
years before the entire amount necessary for the 
proper maintenanee of the State Government 
tan be coliected without levying any tax on the 
several counties. The amendments to chapter 
$42 of 1880, suggested by me, were all adopted by 
the Tax Commission, and were incorporated in 5 
bill which eventually became the law known as 
thapter 361 of 1881, In enforcing th st the de- 
partment has worked hard and faithfully.

The income for the coming year is estimat- 
ed at $630,008 41, a falling off which must result 
from the decreased tonnage resulting from the 
railroad war and the low rail freights. ‘'So long,” 
he says, “as our Constitution contains that clause 
which limits expenditures in one year to the 
amount’of the previous year’s income, the canals 
re completely at the mercy of the railways.” 
Vere it not for the canals, he argues, the City of 
New-York would be entirely dependent upon the 
yailways, and would possess no greater facilities 
than Boston, Philadelphia, or Baltimore. There- 
fore he argues in favor of free canals, which 
would, he thinks, prevent exorbitant rail tariff. 
This is shown, he thinks, by the fact that dur- 
ing the present railroad war all-rall tariffs are 
as cheap as water rates of transportation. ‘The 
railroad war of 1881, although conducted at great 
loss to all the competing lines, and impoverishing 
the boatmen employed, has worked beneficially to 
New-York,” he states, and quotes statistics to

MR. DAVIDGH BEGINS HIS PLEA 
FOR THE GOVERNMENT. 

GUITFAU’S GREAT CRIMR REVIEWED AXD 
DENOUNCED—THE DEFENSE DECLARED 
TO BE DISHONEST AND FABRICATED— 
NO DOUBT REGARDING GUITEAU’S SANI- 
TY—A DISCUSSION ABOUT THE ASSASsIN’s 
PROPOSED SPEECH. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The audience which 
assembled in the court-room this morning to listen 
to the opening argument to the jury in the Guiteau 
case was a large and intelligent one. The Marshal 
gave the spectators due notice thatno one would 
be permitted to leave until the hour for recess, 
and, for the purpose of emphasizing his remarks, 
ordered that the main deor be locked. 

At. 10 o'clock sharp the jury entered, and a few 
moments later the court was called to order. Mr. 
Davidge then tooka position in front of the jury 
and opened his argument witha disclaimerof any 
intention to make a set speech, but expressed 
his simple desire to render the jury what aid he 
could in their solemn duty. The time had now come 
in this trial when the jury were to become factors. 
Whetker disorder or levity might have character- 


ized the trial, there was but ono sentiment in re- 
= of the conduct of the jury, All commended 
their dignified deportment and close and patient 
attention to the evidence, and he could not doubt 
that, as they had received the commendation of all 
in the past, they would continne to deserve it in 
the future, by their decision of the question before 
them, “ Thereis here, gentlemen,” he continued, 
*“ but a single point for discussion and considera- 
tion—the subject @finsanity. The court will tell 
you that in this land of law it is not allowable 
foraman, coldly and deliberately and treacher- 
ously, to slay another and then tosay that he had 
no malice. The eourt will tell you, when it comes 
to charge you, that to constitute the crime of mur- 
der the existence of malice is wholly unnecessary, 
and that, indeed, the crime committed is infinitely 
worse in the absence of that element than if it was 
present. In the beginning of the trial (as you 
will all recollect) an ineffectual attempt 
was made in the direction of showing that the 
death of the President was attributable to the mal- 
practice of the surgeons who attended him with so 
much fidelity and ability. ‘That attempt was short- 
lived, however, and was very speedily abandoned, 
so that there is now but a singie question for you 
to determine, and that isthe question of insanity. 
In the progress of the trial very many vague 
and general expressions have erept into the case. 
We have heard of crazy men, of men off their bal- 
anco, of insane men, and hence it was necessary to 
apply to the court for aclear and perspicuous defi- 
nition as to what is insanity in alegal sense, The 
medical experts have defined insanity from the 
stand-point of medicine, and it was necessary to 
have it defined from the stand-point of law. 
Even if a man be deficient in intelligenee, it 
Coes not follow that he shall be permitted to com- 
mit murder with impunity, It takes one degree of 
intellizence for aman to make a contract, another 
to make a will, and another to do any other act. 
But when you come to crime, such a crime as we 
have here, murder—"*murder most foul! and un- 
natural”’—the law requires a very slight degree of 
intelligence, indeed. it was, gentlemen, in 
order to make this question perfectly 
clear and to abridge your labers 
far as to prevent you being led astray 
by the introduction of irrelevant matter, that the 
prosecution asked the court to state succinetly 
what constitutes malice and insanity in leg 
The court has spoken, and i not spoken in 
any vague or ambiguous language. [It has laid 
down two instructions for your gu which I 
will now read.” 
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r side do not ussertt this man did not 1 
deing. They have not the hardihoc 
. They do not assert that he did not 
the bullet propelled from that pistol 
g the body of a human being would 
produ eath. The defense is twe Mr. 
Scoville says that the intelligence of this man was 
of such a low order he did not know that it 
was wrong for him to commit the murder. 
prisoner supplemented the assertion with anoth 
equally false, and he acted wisely. He said he was 
no fool, we all know he was no fool, He 
knew perfectly weil that no defense could stand 
before this or any other jury resting on the founda- 
tion of his counsel, Scoville. So he supplemented 
it with ther, to the effect that he had the de- 
gree of intellisence required by law, but that he 
acted under an insanse delusion, the product of 
disease; that he was commanded by Al- 
mighty Ged to slay President of the 
United States. He says that, in consequence 
of this pressure from above, he perpetrated this 
vile deed. Scoville aeted forthe best, and did all 
that could be done—though Heaven knows that all 
was not much—but that was the fault not of him, 
but of the material he had to use. I have no doubt 
that Scoville did his best, but in this casa the 
shrewdness and intelligence of this prisoner 
showed a full apprehension of the situa- 
tion. He knew that was impossible to run 
the gantlet of this trial as an imbecile, 
but that he would be stripped, both in respect of 
his intellectual and moral character. Then he had 
his choicest invention—the so-called inspiration. 
Lhave said it was murder; it is more than murder. 
It is murder of the head of the Nation—the magis- 
trate of fifty millions of people. It is said that 
there is a divinity that doth hedgein a King. We 
have no King, but we have a Republic, presided 
over by a President, who, without royal robes 
or trappings. would inspire respect equal to that 
inspired by King or Kaiser. That isthe crime—a 
political crime—the murder of the head of a great 
Republic. This .man (the slain) was creat in coun- 
cil, great in the field, endeared to the hearts and 
affections of the people. It has been said here 
that the murder of one man is as the murder 
of another man. It is so in point of 
law. it so in respect of the 
indictment. But when you are called onto pass 
upon the great question whether the defendant is 
to be shielded from punishment on the giound of 
want of intelligence, it becomes of the utmost im- 
portance to know exactly who it was whose life 
was taken. A man may not have intelligence 
enough to be responsible even fora lesser crime, 
but it is hard—it is very hard-to conceive of an 
individual with any degree of intelligence at all in- 
eapable of knowing that the head of a great con- 
stitutional Republic is not to be treacherously shot 
down like adog. Thatis the victim. Whois the 
prisoner? I havetold you the erime, [have told 
you, the victim. Now, whe is the prisoner? 

**In the beginning we did not know who he was. 
We could not have entertained a very good ovin- 
jon of him. In the beginning (but for alittle while) 
he passed quite current as an imbecile, afool. He 
has since been uneovered. Indeed, he readily un- 
covered himself. He went on the stand. After 
that nobody any longer doubted the degree of intel- 
ligenee of thisman. After that nobody doubted that 
he knew the act that he was committing, and that 
he had intelligence enough to know that the act 
was wrong. What has been shown about the pris- 
oner? It has been shown that this man (who has 
been represented to you in Mr. Scoville’s epening 
speech as weak, incapable of talking coherently. 
imbecile) is a man (one of the _ vilest o 
the human race) of gigantic schemes all 
his life, showing a tendency in the direction 
of sehemes that would startle the ordinary mind. 
Asamere boy, entering the Oneida Community, 
he wallowed in the filth of that association for six 
years—a lawless enterprise—leaving it to es- 
tablish a paper in New-York called the 7The- 
ocrat, which was to overturn all religions, all 
Churches, and, it may be, all Governments. 
Then he embarked in the Jnter-Ccean enterprise of 
which you have heard so much. He was a man, 
prone to all those great and daring undertakings 
that are so fascinating to these who possess the 

rofound love of notoriety which distinguishes, so 
amentably, this prisoner, He is uo longera fool,an 
imbecile; but, on the other band, gentlemen of the 
{pry he isa man of most depraved moral nature, 
tia true: bntinresnect of bis intellicence., it can- 
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not be doubted that he is aman of uncommon 


ability. Nor can it be doubted that he possesses 
the nerve and resolution to execute, as well as the 
mind to conceive. If I were to sum up the moral 
and intellectual qualities of this man, I would say 
that he had the daring eye of the vulture, com- 
bined with the heart of the wolf. Such is the 
crime, suchis the victim, suchisthe slayer. It is 
& very strange coincidence that this creat and 
good man, among the foremost not only of his 
countrymen but of the world, should, by some 
mysterious dispensation, be brought in contact 
with this low, vile, wicked man, in the relation of 
slayer and slain. And yet it is so.” 


THR CONCEPTION OF THE MURDER, 

Mr. Davidge then took up the history of the 
case, beginning with the prisoner's coming to 
Washington in pursuit of the Paris Consulship, and 
coming down to the 16th of May, when, after being 
ordered by Mr. Blaine never to speak to him again 
about the Paris Consulship, this man lay in bed 
canvassing in hisown mind what would bo more 
for his interest. ‘* Tho thought then flashed across 
his mind,” Mr. Davidge continued, that the 
death of the President would solve all the 
difficulties In tho Republicam Party. It sel- 
dom happens, in respect of crime, that 
you ever see tho germ of it. We watch 
its baleful fires shooting out from time to time; we 


seo the effect of it; but how rarely does it happen 
that we have the initial point where the devil 
enters a human soul and suggests the propriety of 
committing an act of wickedness. He was in bed. 
Now look at the political situation. Two warring 
factions and a little life—a little life between one 
of those factions and power! What a thin partition 
it was! The idea occurred to this man, Why 
should I not extinguish that little life? Why should 
I not batter down that partition and make myself 
the great benefactor of the Stalwart element ofthe 
Republican Party? Hell-born, awful, I admit, but, 
before God, the truth! That was the conception 
of that right as he lay upon hiscouch, Daring, in- 
deseribably daring, but not more daring than other 
enterprises that have entered into the depraved 
and wicked heart of thisman. Not more daring 
than the Oneida Community; not more daring than 
the scheme of establishing this paper in New-York 
to represent the Deity, and he, this devil in the 
box, to represent the paper.”’ : 

Here the prisoner broke out for the first time to- 
day and shouted: *t Tellus something about Wil- 
liam Winter Davis, a friend of yours.” 

Mr. Davidge, (continuing)-—He tells us when the 
conception came. It came, gentlemen, in the 
night, for I do not think that in the sunshine such 
an idea could enter the soul even of this wretck. 

The Prisoner—It came when the Lord called for it. 

Mr. Davidge—It came in darkness, in gloom. It 
oceurred to very many at that time, though not in 
connection with crime, that a little lamp being put 
out, a little life being extinguished, the taction that 
was in would be out and the faction that was out 
would bein. While many apprehended the situa- 
tion, | hope that no other man in this land or in 
any other land associated that situation with crime 
to be committed by him. The next day it occurred 
to him again, and he went on from day to 
day, and absolutely devoted two weeks to constant 
contemplation of this newscheme.

It 
occurred to him on the night of the 16th of May. 
He went along, canvassing as only the devil can, 
the pros and consof this wicked thing, until it 
came to the 28d—his mina not even wholly 
made up. It is perfectly apparent, though, 
that Satan had made an entrance into 
his soul and was encamped there. Tut 
whether Satan would win or whether there 
would be in this man enough sense of duty to re- 
sist, did not appear. On the 28d of May he felt 
that perhaps it would be better for him to forego 
this wicked scheme, He said to himself, ** Perhaps 
{ can get this ofliee, and if Lean, how much better 
it would be to keep my hands clean and not incar-

apprehension of the mob, Mr. Davide said: ‘He 
did not fear you or the ministers of thelaw. He 
though®, ‘1 will break through the meshes of the 
law asif they were so many threads: but I fear 
that terrible thing, the mob.’ It is enough to make 
an American blush that any man inthis land can 
reach the point of fearing the mob and defying 
the jaw, while he ought to fear the law 
of the land and dety the mob; and 
yet if this wretch had entertained the same fear of 
punishment through the regular instrumentalities 
of the law of his country the murdered President 
would be alive now. i blush to make the acknow!l- 
edgment, but it is so. We must confess, with 
shame, that the death of our head and chief would 
not have happened if the assassin had feared the 
law of the land as he should have feared it.”’ 

The Prisoner—It would not haye made any dif- 
ference, I had no ehoice, 

Mr. Davidge—And you, gentlemen of the jury, 
are ealled upon by the defense to state to the torid 
by your yerdict that a man about to commit crime 
need not fear the law, however much he may fear 
tho spirit of the populace. 

Referring to the statement that the prisoner had 
intended to killthe President two weeks prior to 
the time of the shooting, and had been deterred by 
the presence of Mrs. Garfield, Mr. Davidge re- 
marked that the only thing, so far as he knew, that 
could be said in favor of the man was that at the 
sight of a woman his heart failed him. He could 
not shoot the President in the presence of so much 
weakness and love and tenderness, 

The prisoner at this point looked up from his pa- 
perandcried: ‘‘Youand Porter would not be on 
this case to-day if Gen. Arthur knew as much about 
it in October as he doesnow. Youare afterabig 
fee; that is what you want here.” 

Mr. Davidge then proceeded to quote from the 
tragedy of ‘* Macbeth” the lines setting forth that 
Dunean 
**Hath borne his facultiesso meek, hath been 

So clear in his great office, that his virtues 

Will plead Ike angels, trumpet tongued, against 

The deep damnation of his taking off; 

And pity, like a naked new-born babe, 

Striding the blest, or Heaven’s Cherubin, hors’d 

Upon the sightless couriers of the air, 

Shal!l blow the horrid deed in every eye, 

That tears shall arown the wind.” 

As Mr. Davidge recited these lines, the tragedian 

fossil, who occupied a seat at the Government 
table, nodded approvingly. 

“Let us hope,” continued Mr. Davidge, “ thata 
similar sentiment to that attributed by the great 
master of moral nature to Macbeth stirred, to some 
extent, the heart of this devil. If it did, however, 
it did not last long.” Mr. Davidge then described 
the efforts of Guiteau to nerve himself up to the 
act. This lunatic had to serew up, as with a 
jackscrew, “his courage to the sticking-point.” 
“He fired,” continued Mr. Davidge, ‘at the back 
of your chief and my ehief. He fired at the back 
of that man, from his British bulldog pistol, the 
bullet that went clear through the spine. 

‘A falcon, towering in his pride of place, 
Was by a mousing owl hawk’d and killed,’ 

“This gentle, kindly, illustrious chief, whog had 
bared his breast to the bullets of the enemy, lived 
to die by a bullet fired treacherously into his back. 
The prisoner was afraid of the mob. What is a 
mob? It is simply the outward expression of the 
passion and sentiment of the people. I am no mob 
man, but I never yet knew the mob, however 
much to be apprehended, that had not behind it 
the highest form of human passion and human sen- 
timent.” 

The Prisoner—I went to jail to protect myself 
until ] had a hearing. Iam gettinga hearing now 
and the people are satisfied. 

“There never was a time,’? continued Mr. Da- 
yidge, “ when, if the sentiment of this country

and of other civilized countries had been given 
full vent, it would not have torn this wretch into 
shreds and atoms.” 

The court then, at 12 o’cloek, took a recess for 
one hour. 


A DISHONEST AND FABRICATED DEFENSE. 

After the recess Mr. Davidge continued his argu- 
ment before a closely packed audience. Ho 
claimed that he had established beyond contro- 
versy the sanity of the prisoner. Heclaimed to 
have established such sanity by the consideration 
which the prisoner had shown for Mrs. Garfield 
by his preparations for the execution of the 
crime, by the execution itself, and by the 
measures adopted by the prisoner himself 
to secure his personal safety, first § in 
respect of the mob and next in respect of the 
tribunal of justice, by the interposition of the 
defense of insanity. It seemed to him almosta 


mockery to discuss the question of insanity 
in respect of the prisoner; but he wished that, 
in the future, when this man had met 
his doom, no human being should be able to say 
that there was any question in respect to his guilt 
or of the propriety of thejpunishment inflicted upon 
him. He would make it abundantly clear before he 
got through that not only was the detense of in- 
sanity not true and not sustained by evidence, but 
that it was a dishonest and fabricated de- 
fense. If the prisoner had been over-good instead 
of over-wicked, or if God had blessed his efforts in 
the direction of virtue, and if the prisoner had 
died leaving an immense property to his relatives, 
none of them would have thought of attributing 
insanity to him. It had only been set wp for the 
honor of the name and to shield the family. 

Here the prisoner broke out with the exclama- 
tion that he had been a square man all his life-time, 
and a virtuous man for six or seven years. 

Mr. Davidgo went on to say that whilo aman 
may have been off his balance sometimes, it very 
rarely happened that such rubbish was presented 
where the iron rule was applied as to whether the 
man knew the difference between rightand wrong. 
This man unguestionably did. He then _pro- 
ceeded to oriticise and ridicule the evidence 
offered by the defense to prove the existence of 
insanity in several members of the Guitean fam- 
ily. The only members of the famly who had 
shown indications of insanity were Abbey Maynard 
and Mr. Parker, cousins of the prisoner, and the 
medical evidence showed that it was utter folly to 
predicate insanity in aman beeause he had cousins 
who were insane, Even Dr. Spitzka, who thought 
that the prisoner might haye a taint from a 
eollateral source, had declared three times 
on cross-examination that, whether this 
man was affected with disease of the 
mind or not, he had reason and refiection enough 
atthe time of the commission of the act to dis- 
criminate between right and wrong. Commenting 
upon the peculiarities of Luther W. Guiteau, the 
prisoner’s father, he said that nobody would as- 
sert that thero was anything about this old man 
except what was good. He had been sim- 
ply mistaken—as all men were liable 
be mistaken—in regard of religioua bchalf. 
One man read the KBible and reached 
a certain conclusion. Another man read the 
same text and reached a different conclusion. One 
Church commanded one thing and another Church 
commanded the same thing in spirit and substance, 
but commanded it in a different ferm. Nobody 
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speeches on each side. Of course, if the prisoner 
did not confine himself in his remarks to the evi- 
dence, it will be competent for the court to stop 
him. Ie would be compellea tostop just precisely 
as counsel is. That is my understanding of it. 

Tha Prisoner, (approvingly)—And that is mine. 

Mr. Scoville—So faras examining his speech is 
concerned, I would be glad to do that in connec- 
tion with my associate, but at the samo time I do 
not want to revise and make np a 5 He for him. 
I prefer that if he is to speak at all he shall be left 
alone, and if he transgress the bounds let him be 
stopped. So far asthe number of speeches is con- 
cerned, (and if that be the objection,) I have no 
objection to the District Attorney's answering the 
prisoner. " 

The District Attorney, (ironically)—Thank you. 
Then ho added, addressing the court with great 
earnestness of manner: “I don’t want this thing 
to pass without an earnest protest. I supposed 
that when it came to this point, we would find Mr. 
Scoville doing just what he is now doing—saying 
that he doesn’t desire the prisoner to speak and 
yet urging your Honor to allow him to speak. The 
prisoner has no right to speak—no right known to 
the Constitution and the laws.” 

The Prisoner—I am here as my own counsel, and 
Thave a right to speak. 

The District Attorney—He has already, by his 
conduct here, disgraced the administration of jus- 
tice. Under such rule and governance as your 
Honor has been able to apply, your Honor has been 
unable to keep him quiet. If he be allowed to 
speak it will be only anether exhibition of his char- 
acter, a prepared exhibition; for, as it is stated 
in the papers this morning, he has been advising 
with his counselinthe jailasto what he should 
say and as to how he should act. If that be so, it 
is time that this mockery should end, and (with 
great emphasis] that man never leaves the dock 
with the permission of the counsel for the Gov- 
ernment until he leaves it after a verdict from the 
jury. [Applause in the court-room, and an ex- 
elamation from the prisoner: “Gen. Arthur is a 


bigger man than you, Corkhill, and you will have } 


to go.’’] 


The District Attorney—I am not heroto saya | 


word to deprive this man of any rights he may 
have; but I and the other counsel for the prosecu- 
tion (men who are known to and respected by the 
country) have had to stand his clamor and abuse 
and vituperation—such a thing as was never 
known before in any court.

GIDDINGS AND WADE, 
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HONORABLE HISTORY OF THE LAW FIRM 


WHICH THEY FOUNDED. 
From the Ashtabula (Ohio) Sentinel, Jan. 11. 

The existence of the oldest law firm of this 
county was ended on the Ist of the present month 
by the Hen. E. C. Wade retiring from practice, 
preparatory to entering upon the duties of Probate 
Judge, to which offies he was elected last Fall. 
Thinking that a short history of the firm would be 
worth recording, we have obtained the following 
data of its various members; 


In 1821, J. R. Giddings commenced the practice 
of law, and was the first of the line. Ten years 
later—1821—he formed a partnership with B, F. 
Wade. This partnership lasted until 1837, at which 
time Mr. Giddings was elected to Congress, and ha 
withdrew from the firm. Mr. Wade was then 
joined by R. P. Ranney, and they continued 
under the firm mame of Wade & Ranney 
until 1847, in whick year B. F. Wade was 
appointed Judge, and withdrew from the 
frm. Tho same year Mr. Ranney entered 
into partnership with C. S. Simonds and 
Darins Cadwell, under the firm name of Ranney, 
Simonds & Cadwell. In 1851, the new Constitution 
going into effect, R. P. Ranney was elected Judga 
of the Supreme Court, being one of the first Judges 
elected to that place in the State, and retired from 
the firm. The first name being dropped, the firm of 
Simonds & Caldwell then appeared, and continued 
from 187 to 1872, a quarter of a century, un- 
changed. Two years (1863 to 1865) of this time 
Judge Cadwell served as Provost Marshal. In 
1872 Mr, Cadwell withdrew from the firm and 
moved to Cleveland, where he was soon after 
elected Judge of the Court of Common Pleas. In 
1872, on the retirement of Mr. Cadwell, E. C. Wade 
entered into partnership with OC. S. Simonds under 
the name of Bimonds & Wade. This continued 
until 1879, at which time Mr. Simonds practically 
withdrew from the practice of law and the firm, 
and EK. C. Wade was the last of the firm. In Octo- 
ber Mr. Wade was elected Probate Judge, and 
thus ends the line.

A MINER FALLS EIGHFEBN 
FRET.~ 
From the Leadville (Col.) Democrat. 

Last Wednesday there oceurred on Slate 
Mountain, near Asheroft, one of those ghastly aeci 
dents that make men realize how terrible are the 
perils that environ the pathway of the fortune- 
hunter in these great mountains. A young man 
named J. M. Zern, who had been prospecting and 
contracting around Ashcroft for some time past, 
had in connection with another man a con- 
tract to run in a tunnel on a claim very 
near the summit of Slate Mountain. The 
d is ksown as the Shamokin Iede. 
They had nearly completed the contract, 
and Zern was making his preparations to get out 
) ; The trail leading 
to the claim from the cabin oceupied by the two 
contractors winds its sinuous and perilous way 
along the steep slope of Slate Mountain, frequently 
zigzagging to avoid the ledges amd ease the grade. 
But there is one plaee far up toward the summit 
where the slope is almost perpendicular for 
a distance, and under the best conditions 
fel at that spot is very perilous. The 
trail, about 18 inches wide, is eut out of the 
mountain-side, and it would make a tender-foot’s 
hair stand on end to lock down. The chances aro 
that he would “coon it” along that partieular 
spot. There has been a crust of snow several 
inches thick on and near the summit of Slate 
Mountain fora week or more past, and the cold 
nights have frozen this snow where it has been 
pressed down along the trail untilitis as slippery 
asglass. Lest Wednesday morning Zern and his 
partner were proceeding along the trail to the 
Shamokin Icde, and at the precipitous spot 
referred to Zern missed his footing. The 
misstep carried his body off the trail, and in 
an instant the doomed miner was whiriing down 
the snowy slope, wildly grasping at the air and 
attempting in vain to secure some foothold on the 
frozen ground. His terror-stricken partner, utter- 
ly unable to render him any assistance, stood gaz- 
ing at the terrible sight with emotions past deserip- 
tion. Down, down the poor fellow went, and 
when his bruised and bloody frame reached the 
bottom it was 1,800 feet from where it started, ard 
bore but little sembiance of its original self. Zern’s 
partner hastened down the trail for help, and when 
that had been secured the party were compelled to 
follow a long and toilsome course to reach the 
body. It was carried to Ashcroft and _ there 
buried. Zern was very popular in camp—a bright, 
earnest young miner—and his terrible death is 
greatly mourned. it is not known what part of 
the East he is from.

HE REPORT OF THE ASSEMBLY 
INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE. 
ABUSES OF PRIVILEGES BY STEAM-SHIP COM- 
PANIES—-ENCROACHMENTS ON THE CA- 
NAL DISTRICT—LOOSENESS OF DOCK DE- 
PARTMENT MANAGEMENT-—-BURNHAM’S 

DEFALCATION—THE BULKHEAD WALL. 

ALBANY, Jan. 12.—The committee appoint- 
ed by the last Assembly to investigate the leasing 
and building of piers in the City of New-York and 
matters relating thereto has completed its report, 
and it will be submitted to the Assembly when or- 
ganized. The committee says: 

By the act of 1875 all deep-water piers upon the 
East River were reserved for sailing vessels regu- 
larly “employed in foreign commerce,”’ and hav- 
ing a draught of more than 18 feet of water. Sev- 
eral of them, however, have been shedded. Your 
committee desire specially to call the attention of 
the Legislature to the fact that the words ‘‘foreign 
commerce” used in the act of 1875 seem to be an 
unjust and unfair discrimination against the 
American shipping interest. Your committee 
would recommend the repeal of that provision 
of the act of 1875 which permits the 
leasing of bulkheads and the building of sheds 
thereon, or the anchorage of scows between 
piers, aponthe Nerth and East Rivers; and that 
every fifth pier hereafter constructed upon the 
North River shall be reserved for general com- 
mercial purposes; and as the present leases expire 
the same rule shall apply to them. Your com- 
mittee is of the opinion that the shedding of piers 
onthe East River, and the want of accommoda- 
tion upon the North River, for loeal commerce 
fis a great detriment to the port of New-York, and 
prompt action should be taken by the Legislature 
to adopt measures of relief. The gentlemen rep- 
resenting the steam-ship interests by their testi- 
mony convince your committee that for the ac- 
commodation of their business they require 
shedded piers. Dut the privilege granted to 
the steam-ship companies of allowing them to shed 
piers has in nearly every instance been abused by 


the lessees in that they have used the piers for 
storage and other purposes, in direct violation of 
section 4 of chapter 249 of the act of 1875. The 
evidence shows that most of the companies hold 
out as an inducement to foreign shippers the fact 
that their merchandise may be stored at this port 
for days and weeks without extra charge, and in 
one case a witness testified that their eompany had 
actually charged storage for goods that had been 
stored on the second floor of their shed, which is 
alsoa violation of the rules of the Dock Depart- 
ment, which require all goods to be removed with- 
jn 48hours. It is in evidence that the several for- 
eign steam-ship companies have formed an organi- 
vation for their protection. This was admitted 
by the representative of one of the largest steam- 
grhip companies, who stated before the committee 
that the organization was for the purpose of regu- 
lating the delivery of goods to consignees, and the 
removal and regulating the consignment of goods 
to the consignees. The understanding, 
stated, was onity known to those who were in the 

organization; and while it was admitted that there 

were printed rules and regulations, the witness de- 

clined to produce a copy of such rules and regula- 

tions, or to state more specifically for what objects 

the organization was formed. : 

The steam-ship companies have also monopolized 
the bulkheads adjoining their piers, and the space 
between West-street and the new bulkhead line, a 
distance of 250 feet from the street. Personal 
visits of the committee along the water-front of 
the North River disclose the fact that nearly all 
the space between West-street and the new bulk- 
head line is occupied and incumbered by steam- 
ship companies with casks, pig-lron, crates, lumber, 
ballast, and other materials, and have been so 
oceupied and incumbered ever since the ‘several 
sections were completed by the Dock Department, 
a period of several years, for which the Dock De- 
partment receives no revenue. In ry ees of 
such jncumbrances there is scarcely a bulkhead re- 
maining upon the North River for the accommoda- 
tion of any other than steam-ship companies occu- 
pying adjoining piers. The testimony upon this 
subject shows that the Dock Commission- 
ers have repeatedly passed resolutions di- 
recting the removal of incumbrances, and 
when they have not been rescinded the 
officers authorized to enforce the orders have been 
verbally informed they need not execute them. 
The vacillating course of the Commissioners in 
treating this matter has been the cause of much 
trouble to them, inconvenience to the people, and 
profit to the steam-ship eompanies. Asa proof of 
which, it appears in the evidence that the board 
passed a resolution directing the wharfingers to 
notify all of the parties having incumbranees upon 
the piers to remove the same upon the 28d of Feb- 
ruary, 1881, and that on the 25thof March of the 
same year they rescinded said resolution. 

It is in evidence before your committee that Pier 
No. 1, inthe City of New-York, which is built of 
stone at a cost of over half a million of dollars, has 
been entirely leased to a steam-boat excursion 
company, who have put upon the same a double 
shed, which is of frequent occurrence, and have 
kept a restaurant, and are now charg- 
ing the public an admission fee for en- 
trance to said pier. That this is a direct 
violation of the lease of said company is admitted 
to be 50 by the Commissioners, and your commit- 
tee consider it only one of the many outrages to 
which the public are obliged to submit. No pro- 
ceedings have been taken to revoke the lease by 
reason of this violation orto correct the abuses 
thereof. Your committee would strongly urge 
that an act be passed prohibiting any person from 
charging the public any admission fee for going 
upon any of the piers or bulkheads in the City of 
New-York. 

Itis in evidence before your eommittee that the 
ports of Boston, Philadelphia, and Baltimore hold 
out special inducements to shippers and merchants 
as to the rates of wharfage and other expenses at- 
tendant thereon to increase the shipping interest. 
It is also in evidence that the charges at this port 
unre exorbitant, and are almost double and treble 
those of any other port, which, together with the 
terminal! charges and ether costs, seriously retard 
and affect the prosperity and progress of the ship- 
ping interest at the port of New-York. Unlessa 
wise and liberal policy is adopted toward com- 
meree witha view of facilitating and increasing 
it, we will eventually find that the ports just men- 
tioned will control most all of the commerce of 
this country. 

The representatives of the eanal interests ap- 
peared before your committee and stated that they 
need much mere room forthe accommodation of 
their business. The original eanal district on the East 
River, as laid out by an act of the Legislature some 
years ago, has been largely encreached upon and a 
large portion of it taken for other purposes, there- 
by cramping them and their interests to some con- 
siderable extent. A number of witnesses on be- 
half of the Hamilton Ferry Company appeared be- 
fore your eommittee, and they desired an addi- 
tional portion of the canal district, which, they 
claim, they must have now or eventually they 
would be seriously injured and coal not 
accommodate their patrons. On the other 
hand, a_ petition, very mumerously signed 
by some of the largest grain merchants in the City 
pnd general dealers, was presented to the commit- 
tee strongly protesting against removal of the 
vanal district. A number of witnesses were ex- 
gmined as to the feasibility or practicability of re- 
moving the present canal district to some other 
point on the North or East River. Your commit- 
tee have no recommendations to make in this par- 
ticular. We believe that the time will soon arrive 
when such removal will be a matter of necessity, 
and the evidence presented with this report upon 
this subject may be of interest and value to those 
whom it directly affects. 

In conducting the investigation as to the man- 
agement of the Dock Department, its methods, 
employes, the cost of building the bulkhead wall, 
and the general details of this branch of our exam- 
ination, it has been difficult in the extreme, and, in 
fact, almost impossible, to obtain any reliable or 
definite data from which a satisfactory conclusion 
might be drawn, from the fact that no two per- 
song conuccted with the department agree upoy 
any general subject. The books of the de- 
partment were found to have been kept in a 
very loose manner, no entries belng made for 
months at a time in the cash-book. From the 
month of September, 1880, to the month of May, 
1881, (the time when your comninittee went to the 
department to make the examinatien,) no entries 
had been made. The defalcations of the former 
pook-keeper of the department. Mr. Burnham, 
pegan in June, 1875, and ended in the early 
part of 1878, and they amounted to the 

um of $42,292 56, of which the Commissioners, 
Vestervelt, Dimock, and Vanderpoel, paid into the 
department $4,925 each, making a total of $14,775, 
and leaving a balance due the City from that 
source of $27,007 56. The balance of his account 
was charged up in various items upon 
the books of the department, the balance 
being charged to the account of the Counsel 
of the Corporation for collections, but as prior 
thereto Mr. Burnham had been indicted and fied 
no service has ever been had upon him for the 
purpose of suit. Since the 380th day of 
April, 1881, Commissioner Vanderpoel has 
paid, in addition, upon said account the 
bum of $621 61, and the sum of $26,385 95 
remains unpaid at this date. This defalcation 
continuously occurred during a period of about 
three years. From the testimony of the experts, it 
is somewhat doubtful if the pecuiations of Mr. 
Burnham will be fully known; and, considering 
the fact that he is deceased and also the 
Treasurer under whose administration the 
Jarger portion of the defalcation occurred, 
it is doubtful if any part of that amount is cver 
recovered. We have carefully considered the 
questions arising out of the defalcations of the for- 
mer book-keeper of the department. Mr. Burn- 
ham. The law seemsto place the legal responsi- 
bility for the colleotion and safe custody and de- 
— of the moneys upon the Treasurer of the 

oard. The committee are agreed that there has 
been great negligence in the conduct of these 
aifairs by the respective Treasurers. 

The committee also call special attention to the 
report on the dock fund, which is exhausted of the 
entire amounts received by this department, and 
of the credits due to them, in which it appears 
that there is a difference between the Dock Depart- 
ment and that of the Sinking Fund Commissioners 
amounting to over $100,000. Up to 1878 no account 
of the dock fund had ever been kept upon the 
books of the department. No accounting between 
these respective departments ever scems to have 
been had, nor is any explanation given of this dif- 
ference in their respective accounts. 

Much evidence has been presented to your éom- 
mittee upon the et cost of what is known 
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as the bulkhead wall—a stone wall which is being 
built around the City water-front. An examina- 
tion of the report of the experts will give the vari- 
ous statements of the department Engineer and 
other employes, as well as of their own examination, 
in which there seems to be a differenee of about 
$100 per linealfoot. Other parties appearing before 
your committee have asserted the fact that it costs 
something like $500 per linear foot, and that it is 
impossible for them to know what it costs. Evi- 
dence is also before your committee tending to 
show that walls equally as durable or good can be 
built at a much lower price. This is a matter 
which we commend to the attention of the Legis- 
lature. 

They would specially recommend that such laws 
be passed as would place the Dock Department 
upon the same foundation and management as the 
other departments of the City of New-York, and 
they can see no reason why such should not 
be the case. It is in evidence tbat but 
one examination of the Dock Department 
has been mado Wg the public accountant 
since it was organized up to the present year. In 
that examination part of the Burnham defaleations 
was discovered, and although a report of that fact 
was made known to the Mayor, no further ex- 
amination was made of the department. The 
public accountant testified that he went to 
the department to make a subsequent ex- 
amination, but it was abandoned, as the 
testimony shows, at the request of the Mayor. 
Your committee would recommend the passage of 
4u act requiring the public accountant to examine 
every department in the City of New-York at least 
onv3 a year, as we believe such a practice would 
have a tendency to prevent any future defalcations.

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THE NORTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD 
LAND GRANT. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

l beg to submit to your readers the follow- 
ing statement in relation to the land grant of the 
Northern Pacifiv Railroad Company. This corpo- 
ration was created and its land grant conferred by 
act of Congress, (13 Statutes at Large, page 3865,) 
containing the following provisions of the eharter: 

“Src. 3. And be it further enacted, That there be, 
and hereby is, granted to the Northern Pacific Rall- 
roaa Company, its successors and assigns, for the 
purpose of aiding in the construction of said railroad 
and telegraph line to the Pacific coast, and to secure 
the safe and speedy transportation of the maile, 
troops, munitions of war, and pubile stores, over 
the route of said line of railway, every alternate sec- 
tion of public lands, not mineral, designated by odd 
numbers, to the amount of 20 alternate sections per 
mile, on each side of said railroad Hne, as said com- 
pany may adopt, through the Territories of the United 
States, and 10 alternate sections of land per mile on 
each side of said railroad whenever it passes through 
any State. * * * 

“Sec. 9. And be it further enacted, That tho United 
States make the several conditional grants herein, and 
that the said Northern Pacific Railroad Company ac- 
cept the same, upon the further conditions that if the 
said company make any breach of the conditions 
hereof, and allow the same to continue for upward 
of one year, then in such case, at any time hereafter, 
the United States, by Its Congress, may do any and all 
acts and things which may be needful and necessary 
to insure a speedy completion of the sald road.” 


The power or right reserved by Congress to alter, 
amend, or repeal the charter is as follows: 


“Sec. 20. And be it further enacted, That the better 
to accomplish the object of this act, namely, to pro- 
mote the public interest and welfare by the construc- 


| tion of said railroad and telegraph Hne, and keeping 


the same in working order, and to secure to the Gov- 
ernment at all times (but particularly in time of war) 
the use and benefits of the same for postal, military, 
and other purposes, Congress may at any time, having 
due regard for the rights of said Northern Paeific Rail- 
road Company, add to, alter, amend, or repeal this 
act.” 

This charter is a contract between the United 
States and the railroad company, and is to be 
treated and construed by the same rules that gov- 
ern contracts between private persons, except only 
that with respect to the subject-matter of the 
grant—that is to say, in ascertaining what is grant- 
ed and what is excepted—it will be construed in 
favor of the Government and against the company. 

The grant tothe Northern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany was an absolute grant in presenti. The su- 
preme power of disposing of the public lands vests 
solely in Congress, and its grants convey the high- 
est title. In such case the title does not depend 
on and is not conveyed by a patent, though for 
convenience in the Land Office and as a matter of 
record evidence a patent is usually provided for 
and issued. 

That the Janguage of this act operated as a pres- 
ent grant is no new doctrine, as some imagine. It 
was held by the Supreme Court of the United 
States in 1817, in the case ot Rutherford against 
Green's heirs, in the unanimous decision of the 
court, delivered by Chief-Justice Marshall, and it 
has ever since been adhered to by that high tribu- 
nal in numerous cases and without any exceptions. 

In a case decided in 1875 (92 United States Su- 
preme Court Reports, page 741) the court say: 
***There be and is hereby granted’ are words of 
absolute donation, and importa grant in prweenti, 
This court has held that they can have no other 
meaning, and the land department, on this inter- 
pretation of them, has uniformly administered 
every previous similar grant.’’ The court was 
unanimous on this point; for, in the dissenting 
opinion, (on another branch of that case,) the non- 
concurring Judges say: “ These words were suffl- 
elently comprehensive to pass whatever interest 
the United States possessed in the lands.” 

It does not, in the slightest degree, militate 
against the force of the law that the same court 
held in other cases that grants containing such 
language did not operate as present grants, be- 
cause in those grants Congress expressly enacted 
that the title should not vest until the performance 
of certain conditions. 

it is now a matter of no importance what was 
the time specified by Congress in various umend- 
ments of the charter for the construction and com- 
pletion of the Northern Pacific Kailroad, for it is 
admitted that that time has now expired. But itis 
important to consider what are the consequences 
of failure to complete the road within tie time. 

It follows from what has already been said, 
namely, that the grant was a grant in presenti, 
(and to the same effect are the decisions of the 
Supreme Court,) that the construction and com- 
pletion of the road are conditions subsequent. 
And, notwithstanding a failure to perform the 
conditions within the time specified, the title to 
the lands remains unimpaired inthe grantee until 
Congress sees fit to enforce a forfelture on that 
ground. (21 Wallace, United States Supreme 
Court Reports, page 61.) Until then the right, title, 
or estate granted remains in the grantee as com- 
pletely as it ever oxisted before breach of the con- 
dition, without any impairment of its original 
qualities or incidents. 

But in the grant to the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road Company there is (not only no provision for 
a reversion to the United States, but therois) a 
clear declaration by Congress that the jands erant- 
ed are absolutely appropriated to the completion 
of the road. Sections 9 and 20 of the charter, 
above quoted, show an express intention of Con 
gress to make an irrevocable grant of the lands 
embraced within its limits for the purpose of the 
construction and completion of the road, and to 
pledge the good faith of the United States that the 
road shall be completed. It is a well-established 
principle of law that when the grantor manifests, 
in the grant, an intention not to enforce his right 
of entry upon condition broken, the lands do not 
revert. Nevertheless, Congress did not leave itself 
without remedy, for if the grantee prove faithless 
or incompetent “the United States, by its Con- 
gress, may do any and all acts and things which 
may be necessary to insure a speedy completion of 
the road,” but cannot divert the granted lands to 
any other purpose. 


CONGRESSIONAL AND EXECUTIVE ACTS. 


By the joint resolutions of Congress approvea 
May 7, 1866, and July 1, 1868, the road was to be 
completed by the 4th of July, 1479, and a year was 
then to clapse before the company could be held in 
default. For the purpoge of giving assurances to 
capitalists and others who might not have knowl- 
ledge of the terms of the grant, the company ap- 
plied to the last two Congresses for an extension 
of the time specified for the completion of the 
road. The committees of each house reported 
favorably, and the bills passed the Senate, but for 
want of time were not reached on the calendar of 
the House of Representatives, the rules of that 
body requiring a two-thirds vote to take up the bill 
out of regular order. Butin every instance when 
the attempt was made it had a majority in its favor. 

In May, 1879, the company filed in the Depart- 
ment of the Interior a map of the amended line of 
general route ofthe,branch in Washington Terri- 
tory. This was referred by the Secretary, Mr. 
Schurz,.to the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office for his views as to whether any reason ex- 
isted against the proposed change. The Commis- 
sioner, Gen. Williamson, replied that the best ia- 
terests of the public would be served by tho 
change, but suggested the questions: First, Had 
the grant to the company lapsed by reason of the 
failure of the company to perform certain acts 
within the time specified? and, second, if it has 
8o elapsed, can the department recognize any acts 
by the company looking to the initiation of new 
rights or the enlargement of old ones ? 

These questions were considered by the Secre- 
tary and the then Assistant Attorney-General for 
the department, who were about to decide both 
questions against the company, when the company, 
insisting om its legal rights, requested that the ques- 
tions should be submitted to the Attorney-General. 
This was done, and Gen. Devens, now on the bench 
of the Supreme Court of Massachusetts, decided 
that the time specified for the completion of the road 
would not expire until July 4, 1879; and, further, 
that if such were not the true construction of the 
various provisions of the acts of Congress, it must 
be heid that until Congress takes steps to declare a 
forfeiture of the grant it remains in full force and 
effect; and thatin either event the grant to-day 
must be held to be the same as it existed on the day 
when it was made and accepted by the company. 
Had it not been for the adverse views of Secretary 
Schurz and Assistant Attorney-General Marble the 
matter would not have been urged by the com- 
pany to be submitted to the Attorney-General. 

A similar question to the last was afterward con- 
sidered by Gen. Devens in the ease of the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad Company on its application to 
the Secretary of the Interior for the appointment 
of Commissioners by the President to examine a 
completed section of its road. In that case Secre- 
tary Schurz seems to have of his own motion re- 

nested the opinion of the Attorney-General as to 
the power and duty of the Executive in the prem- 
jses. The Attorney-General held, in his opinion 
rendered Oct, 26, 1880, that the grant was a present 
grant; that the conditions were conditions subse- 
quent; that the grant had not been forfeited 
by failure to build the road within the time speci- 
fied, no action by reason of such failure having 
been takén by authority of Congress, and that even 
if it be treated as one liaple to forfeiture, the com- 
pany has atill a right to proceed to construct the 

and itis the duty of the Executive Denart- 


ment to give it the benefit of the grant, (Cpinions 
of Attorney-General, volume 16, page 576.) The 
grant to the Atlantic and Pacific is almost identi- 
cal in terms with that to the Northern Pacific Com- 
pany. These decisions are not only in conformity 
to the common law, but are strietly in accordance 
with the unbroken series of decisions of the Su- 
preme Court : 

In the years 1873 and_ 1874 President Grant ap- 
proved 520 miles of the Northern Pacific Railroad. 
In 1880 President Hayes approved 150 miles, and in 
November and December, 1881, President Arthur 
approved 825 miles. Before approving the report 
of the Commissioners who examined 100 miles of 
the road in Dakota and Montana lerritories, Prest- 
dent Arthur submitted the matter to the acting 
Attorney-General, Mr. Phillips, who, on the 17th of 
November last, recommended the approval by the 
President of the report of thy Commissioners and 
the issue of patents to the eompany for the granted 
lands coterminas with the completed sections of 
the road.

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“LABOR IN WOOLEN FACTORIES.” 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Your correspondent H. F. C. takes exeep- 
tion to my percentage calculations as to the num- 
ber of female labor employed in woolen mills, and 


also to otber of my deductions. He says: 

“Taking foratext the fact as shown by the census 
that in 1860 there were 24,841 males and 16,519 fe- 
males employed in woolen factories, and in 1880 this 
number had increased to 74,367 males and 65,261 fe- 
males, he goes on witha great flourish to declaim 
against asystem which in 1860 employed 40 per cent, 
of females to the whole number, and In 1880 this per- 
centage had risen tos8 per cent. If J. &. Moore will 
xo over his figures again, or procure some competent 
person to doit for him, he will find that the per cent. 
of female labor is not 88 per cent. of the whole, but 
about 4614 per cent., and that the actual increase of 
male labor between 1860 aad 1850 Is 40,526 persons, 
and the actual increase of female labor is 48,742." 

Now, as an actual fact, if you take the percent- 
age on 74,367, (the number of male Jaborers,) at 88 
per cent., you will get exactly 65,452.96, whereas 
the female labor in 1880 was 65,261. What Is really 
meant is that the female labor in 1880 was in com- 
parison about 8&8 per cent. of the male labor. As 
H. F. C. does not impugn any of my figures as to 
the actual amount of male and female labor, his 
refuge in a miserable technical quibble is of a kind 
that even Guiteau would feel ashamed to save his 
neck by. The fact remains, and is forcibly stated 
by H. F. C., that the female labor in the woolen 
mills has increased from 16,519 in 1860 to 65,261, or 
48,742 in 1880, while the already 24,841 male laborers 
in 1860 only increased 49,526 in 1880. In short, the 
woolen mills have a liking for female labor, be- 
cause it is ‘'cheaper.’’ Your correspondent goes on to 
say “ that there is no more healthy employment to 


be found than most of the duties usually performed 
by females in woolen mills, and better wages are 
paid than in most any other business they can en- 
gage in, and, what is not true in most other spheres 
of labor, they receive precisely the same as men 
where both do the same work, and this is one rea- 
oon why they prefer it to many other kinds of la- 
yor.”” 

Well, really, I did not know it, nor do I believe 
it. No one in his senses will consider work in 
a woolen mill a healthy employment. As to the 
wages, I can only refute your correspondent by 
hard statistics. In the census of Massachusetts, 1875, 
page 751, the following will be found: Persons em- 
ployed in woolen goods in the State were, total, 
17,692, divided thus: Maies, 10,530, and females, 
7,162. The average wages of the males over 15 
years old were $420 67 perannum,; females, $203 78; 
ohildren under 15 years, $159 perannum. In plain 
Engiish,of the aristocratic w oolen laborers of Massa- 
chusetts, the men earn about $8 09 per week, wom- 
en and girls over 15 years old earn $5 65, and chil- 
dren earn about $3 06 per week. Which elearly 
shows that women do “‘not’”’ earn as much wages 
asmen. HI. F, C. says: 

‘Let him compare the well-dressed females found 
in the streets of our manufacturing cities on Sundays 
or holidays with those found in English factory 
towns.” 


I certainly never held the woolen factory labor- 
ers of any country up as delectable. My compari- 
son was with the agricultural laborers of the West. 
I would rather compare these girls’ physical state 
of health with the agricultural laborers than their 
dresses. The factory girls living on candy and 
other such cheap luxuries would soon account for 
the saving of money for showy dresses. What I 
did and do complain of is the fact that the accursed 
tariff system with all its monopolies, especially in 
woolen goods, does notafford enough wages for 
the men to enable them to maintain their families 
without compelling them to send their wives and 
daughters tothe poisonous woolen factories. I. 
F’. C. says: 

“Let him also anawer whether our tariff ever will 
force our women into our coal mines as in free trade 
England.” 

I don't know whether England forces her 
women to the eoal-pits, and even if she did, !t 
would have nothing to do with the woolen tariff. 
Strange to say, whenever we hear of those ap- 
palling eatastrophes when 100 or 200 miners are 
shut up in a mine or dle of fire-damp there never is 
awoman amongthem. Your correspondent goes 
on to Bay: 

* There are several other misstatements in his letter 
which could easily be shown such, were it worth 
while. He speaks of women inhaling the poisonous 
effinvia of the shoddy and mungo from the pest- 
houses of Smyrna and Constantinople. Does he not 
know that the much-maligned tariff prowots the 
womenfrom this py a heavy duty, and also prac- 
tically prohibits the importation of shoddy cloths 
made in such quantities by English manufacturers ?” 

I know well enough that there is a heavy duty on 
woolen rags, shoddy, and mango, as I heve been 
often enough solicited to bring this outrageous 
duty into public notice: nevertheless, In 1880, there 
was imported 1,864,608 pounds of this delectable 
stuff, and H. F. C. can perhaps inform us how many 
million pounds of this villainous home protected 
stuff is used. As for the prohibitory dnty on shoddy 
cloths, madein such quantities by English manufac- 
turers, that is exactly what the home manufactur- 
ers are fighting!for, it Is the sole monopoly of home 
shoddy-made,woolens that is sv much desired, and 
they have it now all their own way. H. FP. C. asks: 

‘*Does he not know that the manufacturer is not 
protected 50 to 140 per eent., ashe states, but owing 
to the duty on wool, which protects the farmer who 
raises it, the actual protection to the manufacturer 
averages only 85 per cent.’" 

If so, why have the woolen manufacturers not 
the grace to abandon tho support of duty on raw 
wool? Isitnotafact that such a duty ia the un- 
wholesome bargain of the woolen manufacturers 
with the wool-growers, whereby the latter have 
been so cruelly “*done?"’ The fact is, the woolen 
manufacturers preferto adopt and stick to Gui- 
teau’s motto, “You tickle mo,I tickle you.” [ 
always did and always will advocate free raw 
wool, free chemicals, and free dyestuff, and a 
revenue tariff of, say, 85 or 40 per cent. on woolen 
goods. Your correspondent goes on to say: 

“ Does he not know thatthe profits on woolen man- 
ufacturing are not 2534 per cent. on the capita! in- 
vested, as he says, but by actual statistics can be 
shown to be less than 8 per cent., the faliacy of his 
figures being shown by the fact that he makes no ac- 
count of what are called ‘generalexpenses,’ which in 
most mllis are very near equal to labor.” 

Now, ‘‘he” (that is, of course, me) did make ae- 
count of what are ealled ‘‘ general expenses.”’ In 
my article of the 26th of December I said in regard 
to this as follows: 

Now, the product of woolens in 1880 was $506,- 
684,706 in value. If we deduct therefore, the matertal 
used and the wages pald, say §209,725,044, from the 
value of the total production, there remains an ap- 
parent profit of 655,059,752. This profit is, of course, 
as I said, apparent, beeause we must make allowances 
for wear and tear, depreciation of values, insurance, 
&c. I shall, therefore, assume that $15,059,752 Is a 
more than liberal allowance for all such contingent 
expenses, leaving a net profit of $40,000,000 to be 
divided on $155,454,105, capital invested, which is a 
fraction less than 2534 per cenf. on the invested 
oapltal.” 

I did make an allowance of nearly $16,000,000 for 
general expenses, or over 744 per cent. on the yal- 
ued produetion. The whole fact is that in this vil- 
lainous, pampered woolen monopoly only some of 
the specially protected manufactures in woolens 
pay enormous profits, while the great bulk are 
raising ‘‘oranges in New-Hampshire.” The in- 
dustry is protected to death on the raw material, 
ayestuffs, machinery, &c., and the whole system is 
afallacy, but that does not prevent the people 
paying enormously for their most indispensable 
necessity, “ woolen clothing.” 

Finally HB. ¥. C. says: 

"Does he not know that by the laws of Massachu- 
setts (which are enforced) children are obliged to at- 
tend scbhoola certain number of months every year, 
and that in many places the whole of Saturday after- 
noon is given to the help as ahalf-holiday? If he 
does not know these facts he should learn them be- 
fore attempting to enlighten the public on the practt- 
cal working of the tari(f.” 

What I do know is that in Essex County, in Mas- 
sachusetts, in 1875 the female population was 117,- 
341, out of which no less than 14,346 females were 
employed in the factories. In Bristel County the 
female population in 1875 was 07,725, out of which 
10.471 were employed in the factories. In short, 
out of a population of 717,499 females in 1875 in 
Massachusetts, 88,207 females were employed in the 
factories. Now what percentage is that if the old 
women and tender babies are left out the count ? 
That highly protected State employed 164 children 
under 10 years in its factories, and no less than 10,588 
children ever 10 years old and not over 15 years old. 
And yet there is a protective tariff that is, er is 
supposed to be, effective enough to make a father 
of a family able to support his wife and children. 
The fact is, the miserable class legislative tariff 
proyes a social slavery in the highest degree, of 
which the hard-working man is the victim.

GLEANINGS FROMTHE MAILS 


OLD ROBERT ROBSON’S FORTUNE. 
HIS OWN STORY OF IT AND SCHEMES OF 
PHILANTHROPHY HE HAS FORMED. 
From the Manchester Examiner. 

A correspondent writes: ‘Learning that 
Robert Robson, the reputed heir to a quarter of a 
million of money, wus staying in Newcastle, i took 
the opportunity of waiting upon him on Saturday 
afternoon. The old man is comfortably ensconced 
at Mr. Simpson’s North British Hotel, Pink-lane, 
where he has been lodging for some time, and 
where I found him—hale, hearty, and well. 
He is a_ respectable-looking person, dresses 
neatly in a dark suit and tall hat, and with 
his gray hair and whiskers and ruddy complexion 
presents quitea venerable appearance. He was 
nothing loth to impart to me the family histery 
which has turned out so auspiciously and unex- 
pectedly in his fayor. His story is a strange one 
in every respect, It isa record of war, misfortune, 
love, murder, and mystery. The story runs thus: 
“My great-grandfather was possessed of consid- 
erable means and owned a goodly territory in 
the county. He had two sons, one of whom, the 
eldest, was my grandfather. Tke estate of the 
family was lost when the Ear] of Derwentwater 
was executed, as my kinsman had supported with 
men and money the claims of the Pretender. The 
forces, however, were defeated at “ Proud Pres- 
ton,” when Gen. Forster ingloriously betrayed 
them. After the estates were forfeited my great- 
grandfather died, and my grandfather took to 
farming with the money he had left. His younger 
brother fell in love with an heiress, belonging to 
Corbridge, whom he married. They went to Man- 
chester, where he commoeneed the business of wine 
and spirit merchant on a large scale. His first wife 
dying, he married another rich lady, and they re- 
tired into private life, This wife died also without 
issue. 

** They had in their employment two female ser- 
vants and one male servant. Some time after the 
second wife's death his house was found to be sbut 
up fora fortnight or three weeks; but little notice 
was taken of this, as it was thought the proprietor 
might be from home. Afterward, suspicion being 
aroused, the doors of the house were broken in; a 
search through the premises was made, and the 
body of my grandfather's brother was found lying 
in the cellar. He had been most foully murdered. 
Ilis gold watch had been taken away, and the 
house had been completely ransacked, Where the 
three seryants went to it was not ascertained, and 
they were never heard of more. <A Coroner’s in- 
quest was held on the body, and a verdict of *‘ will- 
ful murder against some person or persons un- 
known” was returned. It was never found ont who 
committed the crime. The estate was thrown into 
the hands of the Eeclesiastical Commissioners, and 
after that it was put into Chaucery, where it has 
remained ever since, ‘That is the history of the 
case so far. 

*** Regarding myself, I was born and bred at Cor- 
bridge. J was born on the 22d May, 1810, and will 
consequently be 72 on my next birthdray. My 
father was head woodman to Mr. Henry Bacon 
Grey, of Styford, and we afterward shifted from 
thereto a place called Staward-le-Peel. I have 
traveled in India and in many other foreign places, 
and was for six yoars in the employment of Mr. 
Hume, the Radical Scoteh member of Parliament. 
When I returned to England, in 1841, 1 joined the 
Durham Police force under Major Winn, and I was 
prometed to Sergeant, and afterward to Superin- 
tendent. I shortly after this left the foree. The 
service at that time was called the Sir Robert Peel 
force. I was then 5 feet 1134 inches in height, 
I often heard my father say money would 
eome to the family, but had no idea that I 
would be the recipient. It is only about 11 
months sinee [ first heard of the money position. 
Aud now [ will tell you about the estate in Chan- 
cery. I was coming over the High Level Bridge 
with a bundle of willows under my arm, when I 
was accosted by a genticman, I did not know 
him, but he knew me. He asked me if they calied 
me Robson. I told him yes, and I then learned 
that his name was Rear. We adjourned to the inn 
at the Newcastle end of the bridge, and while 
there he asked meif I had any relatives at Stam- 
fordbam, and I said Thad. He then told me abort 
the estate in Chancery. I was astonished. Fora 
time, indeed, [thought the man was demented; 
but he had laid the ease down so clearly that I saw 
there was a great deal in it. Iknew where my 
great-grandfather’s register was, and I found soon 
after that I was the only and rightful heir. These 
are the whole of the facts of the case.’ 

**But the old man had still something to say of his 
life, and to tell of the anxieties, troubles, and diffi- 
eulties which his sudden accession to fortune had 
brought him. He had been surrounded during the 
past few weeks by quite a host of admirers. <A 
great many relatives whom ho had never heard of 
berore had put in an appearance; three or four 
ladies—despite the fact that he has a wife living 
had claimed him as their lord and master, and a 
goodly number of the general public had sought 
introductions and bowed the knee of slavish adula- 
tion to prospeetive wealth. This has not been 
pleasing to the heir, and the inflow of new ac- 
quaintances with their importunities had caused 
him to leave the old quarters he formerly had in 
thetown. He states that judgment as to his right- 
ful claim on the estate has been pronounced in his 
favor, aud that the ceremony of the 2lst of March 
next is merely that of transferring the estate from 
the Court of Chaneery to himself; when that is 
done he will sell out. He will convert the houses 
and land into money, and will afterward carry out 
the schemes of philanthropy he appears to have 
formed.”

A BOY BENT ENCED FOR LIFE. 
DESCRIBES THE COLD-BLOODED WAY IN 
WHICH HE KILLED AN UNCLE WHO HAD 
ILL-TREATED HIM. 
From the Buffalo Express, Jan. 6. 

John Mciintee’s plea of guilty of murder in 
the second degree has already been reported in the 
Express. Yesterday, at Bath, he was sentenced to 
imprisonment for life by Judge Rumsey. Young 
McEntee will not be 17 till the latter part of this 
moath. He lived with his parents about two miles 
north of Bath, inthe edge of Harrisburg Hollow. 
Peter McEntee, his uncle, whom he killed, was a 
bachelor and an inmate of the family. The mur- 
derer ia slight and small for his age. He said that 
he welghed 105 pounds when arrested, but we doubt 
if he would now weigh 80 pounds. Hels pale and 
hollow-cheSted, and has a cough, and evidently is 
not long for this world. He has mado a confes- 
sion which is one of the most extraordinary in the 
annals of crime. His choice of language and mode 
of expression were remarkably good fora boy of 
his age and cireumstances, and he told his story 
with but few questions. He said: “ Uncle Peter 
had always treated me badly, and he made such a 
hubbub in the family that | knew we could mever 
have any peace as long as he was around. He 
would very oftenstrike me with the first thing he 
could lay his hands upon, and he would lie to 
fatherabout me and get ma whipped. One time he 
knocked me down and choked me till father had 
tocome from a field near by and take him off. 
Then he would abuse me in other ways and put me 
to shame before company, and finally it all got se 
bad that I couldn’t stand it any longer, and I be- 
came so desperate that [ made up my mind I 
would put him out of the way no matter what hap- 
pened to me. I tried to borrow a pistol, but it 
was three or four weeks before I could get 
one. I finally borrowed a single-barreled cartridge 
pistol from a neighbor’s boy. The night that 
Uncle Peter went down to MecNaily’s I saw my 
chance. I took the pistol and waited around 
awhile, andthen went down to McNally’s door and 
heard Uncle Peter’s voice. Then I went baek up 
the road andsat down on a stump-fence to wait 
forhim. I trembled sothat I was afraid i would 
not have the nerve to kill him, but then I remem- 
bered that I must return the pistol on Saturday, 
and this would be my best chance. In about an 
hour he came up the the road, and J pretended te 
cry and be lame, and limped out in front of him, 
holding out a stick under which I hid the pistol, 
already eocked—you will think I am cold-blooded 
when I tell you this, but I might as welltell you 
the whole thing. I said, ‘Uncle Peter, father 
has beaten me.and turned me out doors; see, 
here is the stick he did it with all covered with 
bleod.’ At first he jumped back, but then he came 
forward, and when he was about five feet off I 
pulled the trigger, aiming at the centre of his chest. 
He did not fall, but clapped his hands to his chest 
and cried: ‘ You little rascal, you have shot me.’ [ 
ran a ways down the road and watched. He 
walked a few steps and then staggered and sat 
gown by the side of the road and groaned. After 
waiting some minutes Isaw that he wasn’t going 
to die, and I felt that 1 must finish him, as I was 
afraid that he might get up to the house or that 
some one would come along,and he would tellhow 
[had done it, sol started to loud again. The car- 
tridge-shell stuck’ in the barrel and go I broke off a 
twig from a tree te push it out with, I then putin 
another cartridge, but i was so nervous that the 
vistol went off and came near shooting me in the 
leg. I had lost the stick I used for aramrod, 
so 1 broke off another. When I had load- 
ed, I went up behind uncle Peter, so that 
he did “not hear me, and jumping around in 
front ef him [shot himinthe chest again, and he 
fell back dying. It was fully a quarter of an hour 
from the time I fired the first shot till I fired the 
third. I was seared and did not know what to do, 
1 didn’t dare go home, and I knew it was no use to 
run away, as they would be sure to catch me. Then 
I thought I would play insane. 1 went down be 
hind the barn of the Half-way House and steod there 
a good while till I saw eur horse going down toward 
town. Thenl went down and sat on the bridge 
between the ponds, and finally went to the depot 
to take the train. Isaw aman there with specta- 
cles, who started toward town, and I knew he was 
going to tell the offieers I was there. By that time 
j had got so Gesperate that I didn’t care what be- 
came of me, and so I fellowed him down town, and 
Sheriff Higgins arrested me on Liberty-street.”’ 
This closed the main part of his narrative. When 
asked if he had been inthe habit of reading dime 
novels and sensational story papers, he acknowl- 
edged that he had, and supplemented this confes- 
sion with the remark that he had borrowed books 
about Italian bandits. Asked if he did not think 
this had something to do with his killing his unele, 
he repiied: ‘‘I think that it didsome. It gave me 
the idea of being notorious, [his exact word,] and 
filled my head with such notions and got my cour- 
age up.’ His mother, who was in poor health at 
the time of the murder, was hurried into her grave 
by grief, and he attended her funeral accompanied 
by the Sheriff. When the writer referrea to her the 
tears trickled down John’s cheeks, and he sajl: 
“She was good to me; she always took my part 
and Uncle Peter didn’t treat her well.” He aske 
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what people thought about him, and how long we 
supposed he would have te stay in prison. He said 
a year or more of prison life would kill him,

ROBBED BY ONE MAN. 
HOW A STAGE WAS STOPPED AND ITS BAG- 
GAGE EXAMINED—OTHER TEAMS COME 
UP AND THE ROBBER WALKS OFF, 
Ffrom the Stockton (Cal,) Independent, Dec. 31. 
On Thursday the Copperopolis and Sonora 
stage was stopped by a road agent at about 2 P. 
M., four miles out from the former place. Tne 
driver, Clark Stringham, had just reached the top 
of a very steep place, when a masked robber 
sprang out from behind a rock on the left-hand side 
of the road, armed with the conventional double- 
barreled shot-gun, and halted the stage. There 
were two passengers on board, a pack-peddlerand 
alady. The driver was ordered to fasten the lines 
to the brake-staff, and the passengers compelled to 
get out and seat themselves by the road-side, 
where the robber could guard them while 
he rifled the mail bags. Three of these 


he eut pen, examining the letters, 
and finding nothing. He also went through 
Wells, Fargo & Co.'s letter-bag with a like 
result. He had a new hatchet, with which he 
broke open the wooden box belonging to Wells, 
Fargo & Co., and then he tried it on the iron box, 
but as that was chilled steel he could only batter 
it. A large trunk of clothing, which had been left 
over Waiting for an empty stage, happened to be 
aboard on this trip, and the robber soon had that 
open, and the contents scattered on the ground. 
He also broke open a large trunk, or rather a 
strong iron chest, in which a lady passenger had 
her wearing apparel and other effects, and thor- 
oughly examined each article. 

Just as he was about to relinquish this as a bad 
job, ateamster named Sol White drove up, and 
seeing the stuge standing inthe road hailed the 
driver to know if he had turned out and was wait- 
ing for him to pass. At this the robber sprang be- 
hind the rocks. and it was supposed he had left for 
good. While the driver and Mr. White were busy 
in gathering up the seattered articles, 2 young man 
named Dick Martin, accompanied by a young lady. 
drove up in abuggy from Copperopolis. They, 
too, began assisting in gathering up the wreckage, 
when, suddenly, the robber sprang from behind 
the rocks and stood in the midst of the frightened 
party. Hethen demanded of Stringham that he 
open the box, or be would shoot the top of his 
head off. Said ne, ‘You've got to open that box. 
I saw a bag of gold-dust put in there, and I'll have 
it or have your life.” Stringham replied: ‘* The 
box is made of chilled steel, and I can’t open it ard 
won't; so just shoot away if you wantto.’’ The 


robber, evidently convinced that he could get | 


nothing further, told them to get to theirteams and 
drive on. Martin and the lady with bim turned 
their horses back to Copperopolis, soon reached 
there and gave the alarm. Mr. White drove on 
when the stage started, and the rebber walked 
leisurely away. ‘The alarm raised by 
caused an immediate pursuit, but the bold high- 
wayman was not seen. Sheriffs Thorne, of Cala- 
veras, and Yaneey, of Tuoloune, are now hunting 
him, but there is but a faint clue to lead to his ar- 
rest. The robbery took plaee inthe precise spot 
where Sam Smith's stage was robbed some three 
or four years since, the robber in each case emerg- 
ing from behind the pile of rocks. There is a level 
place at this point where a team can stop and rest, 
and asthe ascent is very steep, drivers generally 
stop and give their teamsa breathing spell. No 
better spot could be selected along the road at 
which to take a driver unawares. Although well 
planned, and a daring, desperate act, the robber 
got nothing for his trouble. The following de- 
scription 
Cunningham by Sheriff Yancey: ‘‘ About 5 feet 6 
inches tall; wore blue check shirt, dark pantaloons, 
dark drab hat, narrow rim, band lighter color than 
the hat; wore nocoat; had on a black mask.

the assassm. Mr. Rausch being asked to give his 
account of what happened there as seen by him, 
said: “ I was standing on the depot platform wait- 
ing for the trainto take me baek home. While 
Waiting there I noticed Guiteau standing near by, 
in conversation with a rather tall man witha 
heavy black beard. When the President entered 
the walting-room Guiteau followed him, and a 
moment later I heard pistol shots. Rushing 
to the door, I saw Guiteau in the grasp 
of a man, and in _  Guitean’s hand was 
the still smoking pistol. he President was lying 
on the floor with his head on a lady’s lap. In a 
moment the most intense excitement prevailed, 
aud the room was filled with a surging crowd of 
mea, Cries of ‘{Lynch him’ were heard, and Guiteau 
was taken away. My train pulling up at that time, 
I was obliged to leave.” Inresponseto the ques- 
tion, ** Did you at any tlme have any conversation 
with tho assassin?” Mr. Rausch replied: ‘* Only at 
the sapper table the previous evening. Guitean 
was rather quiet and spoke but little, but as I stood 
on the platform I distinctly heard him say to his 
companion, ‘I'm going to shoot some one to-day. 
Arthur will then be President, and Grant will help 
me ont of the serape.'

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, tn this region, cloudy weather and 
enow or rain, east to south winds, falling 
‘Darometer, slight rise in temperature. 

The Committee on Ways and Means in 
the House and that of Commerce in the 
Benate took steps yesterday for active work. 
The former divided itself into a number 
of sub-committees, which will have charge 
of the various classes of legislation referred 
to its, These seem to have been very fairly 
madeup. That onthe Tariff Commission 
and Tariff Legislation consists of Messrs. 
Kasson, McKinutey, Huppert, Tucker, 
pnd Morxison. Pennsylvania, it will 
be seen, is not represented. Mr. Kas- 
gon has the reputation of once enter- 
taining sensible views in regard to the tariff, 
which suffered an eclipse, partial and, let 
us hope, temporary, during his canvass for 
the Speakership. Messrs. Morrisom and 
TucKER are among the most liberal and 
nble of the revenue tariff men in the House, 
and have done a great deal to keep alive 
the waning interest of their party in its 
own professed principles. In-the Senate 
Commerce Committee a sub-committee was 
appointed on the comprehensive and rather 
vaguely defined subject of ‘‘ Promotion of 
‘American Commerce.”’ It consists of Sen- 
ators KeLioaa, Vest, Conerr, Miuuxr, of 
this State, and Faruey, and is not discour- 
‘aging to the subsidy-grabbers. 

Both branches of Congress adjourned yes- 
ferday until Monday. In the House, Mr. 
Roseson naively argued that such a course 
‘would be a saving to the country, and judg- 
4ng by the wayin which business has so far 
been done—or not done—he is obviously 
justified. Our dispatches describe the dis- 
order in the House as very great, and as in- 
terfering seriously with the accomplishment 
of the necessary work. It appears that Mr. 
Keurrrek hardly has the House in hand as 
well as either Mr. Ranpautu or Mr. 
Buarse was accustomed to have it. 
In the Senate most of the session was occu- 

ied ina barren and useless discussion of 

fr. SaHeRMAN’s refunding bill, which, de- 
spite its author’s urgency to keep it simple 
gnd distinct, has had to encounter all sorts 
ofamendments. Messrs. GARLAND, PLUMB, 
und ALLIsom consumed several hours in ar- 
gument in opposition to the bill, Mr. Plums 
distinguishing himself by a savage attack on 
Mr. Hayzs, which would seem to be as com- 

jete a waste of time in the present Senate 
‘as could well be. Mr. ALLIson, whom the 
country narrowly escaped baving as Necre- 
tary of the Treasury, took the occasion to 
reiterate at great length his views in regard 
to silver, which are strongly tinged with the 


ultra- Western superstition on that subject. 
ARES SLT BS TEE 


The proposal to make the sessions of the 
Legislature biennial ought to receive fresh 
pupport from the demonstration now being 
made of the placid indifference with which 
the public regard the failure of both houses 
to organize. The fruitless balloting for pre- 
siding officers seems to be generally regarded 
as about the most harmless amusement 
4n which the alleged representatives of the 
people could engage, and there is always 
the cheerful presumption that what is cut 
‘off from one end of a Legislative session will 
mot be added at the other. Meanwhile, 
there seems to be a fair chance that an- 
other week will be consumed in 
the pastime, the regular Democracy 

wing, as it were, nailed the flag of Jacons 
to the mast and the Tammany men remain- 
fing doggedly resolute that they will enter no 
vy caucus till it is hauled down.

Oa a SEPA TSEEM ETRE 


With a few wry faces from some ultra 
sticklers for severity, the House yesterday 
passed the first appropriation bill of the ses- 
sion, providing for the deficiency in the 
money allotted to the Census Bureau. There 
is no doubt that the work of this bureau has 
been extremely well done, and that the su- 
perior excellence secured by the expendi- 
ture provided for yesterday will more 
than pay for what it has cost. It 
is, of course, very desirable that ap- 
propriations shall not be exceeded, but 
if every department of the Government 
were conducted with the same fidelity, skill, 
and zeal as this has been there would be no 
need of such stringent restrictions. Mr. 
WHiTTHORNE, of Tennessee, made an un- 
usual exhibition, even for him, of legislative 
silliness, declaring that if we were to have a 
Government of law instead of a Government 
of thieves and assassins it should be made 
known that the law must be obeyed. The 
hard-worked census employes, who have 
been giving their labor for months and trust- 
ing to Congress to see them paid, may thank 
their stars that the number of Whit- 


thornes in the House is strictly limited. 
PCE AREA ET SCC RTL OTTERS 


In a letter elsewhere published will be 
found a statement of the legal grounds 
on which the claim of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad corporation to the un- 
disturbed possession of its land grant is 
based. Without questioning the motives of 
the members of Congress who have renewed 
the annual assault upon this grant—motives 
which are by no means above suspicion— 
our correspondent shows that while Con- 
gress may do ‘‘any and all acts and things 
which may be necessary to insure a speedy 
completion of the road,’’ it cannot di- 
vert the granted lands to any other 
purpose. The implied attack on Mr. Scnurz 
for his rulings as Secretary of the Interior 
in favor of the road are clearly shown to be 
baseless. Two questions were submitted to 
Mr. Scnurz: 1. Had the grant to the 
company lapsed by reason of the com- 
pany’s failure to perform certain acts within 
the time specified? and 2. If it has so 
lapsed, can the department recognize any 
acts by the company looking to the initia- 
tion of new rights or the enlargement of old 
ones? Mr. Scuunrz was disposed to decide 
both questions against the company, but 
on their submission to Attorney-General 
Devens, that officer decided that 
the time specified for the comple- 
tion of the road would not expire 
till July 4, 1879; that till Congress takes 
steps to declare a forfeiture of the land 
grant it remains in full force and effect, 
and that the grant must be held to be the 
same as it existed on the day when it was 
made and accepted by the company. 


The Collector and Naval Officer of this 
Port have ordered acompetitive examination 
for admission, on probation, to the various 
positions now vacant in their respective 
offices, It will take place on the 17th, 18th, 
19th, and 20th of this month, being from 
Tuesday to Friday, inclusive, of next week, 
and will be one of the most important yet 
held under the reformed system. Some 250 
applicants, now borne on the list, have been 
invited to appear, and a large proportion 
will undoubtedly do so. This comprehen- 
sive examination, which will be conducted 
with the same care, intelligence, and impar- 
tiality that have marked those previously 
held, is in accord with the pledge given by 
Collector Ropgrtson to the Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce last Summer. 
Although it may be presumed that the Col- 
lector would not, of his own choice, estab- 
lish the system now in practice, he shows 
every disposition to maintain it in good 
faith. Undoubtedly, also, his experience of 
its operation, both with reference to the 
work of the Custom-house and to political 
pressure, strengthens his determination to be 
faithful in its administration. 


MANHATTAN’S DEFIANCE. 

Vice-President GALLAWwAY, of the Man- 
hattan Railway Company, is reported to 
have replied to a private citizen who remon- 
strated against having the value of his prop- 
erty destroyed by the encroachment of the 
company’s structure, that the Manhattan 
Company ‘‘ had the Legislature on its side 
and the courts on its side, and paid for its 
law by the year.’’ The citizen was, therefore, 
fain to go his way unsatisfied, but has given 
notice that he proposes to test the question 
whether the company has all the courts onits 
side and is able to buy up all the law there is 
to be had for so much a year. The particular 
citizen referred to has the misfortune to 
own property in a part of Rector-street 
which the defiant corporation is completely 
monopolizing for the purpose of connecting 
its two lines of road at that point by a 
complicated arrangement for transferring 
passengers from one to the _ other. 
It assumes that it has the right to 
occupy the entire wicth of the street to the 
house-fronts on either side, and build there- 
in whatever structures may suit its pur- 
poses, to the exclusion of light and air from 
the adjacent buildings. The private property 
is depreciated enormously in value, no com- 
pensation is offered, and the complaints of 
the owners are treated with scorn. ‘This is 
by no means the only instance of a flagrant 
disregard of private rights. Some months 
ago the company acquired certain vacant 
lots in front of first-class dwellings in 
Fifty-sixth-street, near Ninth-avenue, for 
the purpose of building thereon an extensive 
milk depot. As this threatened to depreci- 
ate the value of the dwellings opposite by 
one-half, the owners endeavored to induce 
the company to go elsewhere, offering to 
find a purchaser for the land and to pay a 
bonus of $40,000 for the relief. They have 
thus far been treated as having no rights in 
the case, but their offer of payment was for 
a long time under consideration. 

Citizens will soon begin to question seri- 
ously whether they have any rights which 
these elevated railroads are bound to re- 
spect. They will be driven to inquire with 
emphatic earnestness whether it is a fact 
that the Manhattan Company has secured 
the Legislature and the courts and the law 
on its side regardless of the merits of any 
controversy that may be made with it. 
Have these roads fastened their iron 


The Betv- 
clutches into the vitals of this City so 
firmly that they can hold its people at 
their mercy and draw from them whatever 
profits the reckless adventurers who control 
their direction see fit to extort? This is a 
question that will have to be tested yet. 
Mr. GaLLaway has-some ground for his 
boast that Manhattan has the courts on its 
side, but it behooves the Legislature to make 
answer to his claim that it has also obtained 
possession of the law-making power. But 
even the courts may not be beyond redemp- 
tion, for one Judge does not yet constitute 
the judiciary of this State. 

While public sentiment has very generally 
shown a proper appreciation of the iniqui- 
tous scheme by which Jay Goutp and 
Cyrus FIEvp and their accomplices swindled 
the holders of Manhattan stock and got the 
three companies into their own grasp, and of 
the’aid given them by ex-Attorney-General 
Warp and Judge WesTBrRook, there have 
been a few hypocritical protests which go to 
show how far the demoralization produced 
by the success of such operations has 
gone. So respectable an organ of pro- 
fessional opinion as the Albany Law 
Journal has seen fit to slur over the case, 
and repel attacks upon the judiciary without 
regard to their merits. With a cynicism 
altogether too common it expresses its un- 
concern as to what may be said of ‘‘ GouLp, 
Saag, and FIewp, or other railroad wreck- 
ers and stock gamblers,” but it deprecates 
any attack upon the sanctity of the Attor- 
ney-General’s office or any Judge of the Su- 
preme Court. In order to do so with some 
show of plausibility, without troubling itself 
to look into the merits of the charges, it 
broadly denies certain facts which are as 
well substantiated as anything that is of 
public record. If it is admitted that what is 
alleged against the ‘‘railroad wreckers and 
stock gamblers’? may be true, how can it be 
assumed that the charges against the officials 
whose zealous co-operation contributed to 
their success must of necessity be false? 

As this matter is in danger of being be- 
fogged by specious evasions, it is necessary 
to keep the essential points constantly in 
mind. It is not alleged that the schemers 
failed to find legal support for the various 
moves in their game, though the ques- 
tions raised have not all been brought 
to a final test. The allegations are: 
That the late Attorney-General’s proceedings 
were seized upon and shaped—if not orig- 
inally intended—to depress Manhattan 
stock; that he abandoned his ground of 
action here and went to Judge WESTBROOK 
with a new one, which precisely suited the 
purposes of the speculators; that West- 
BROOK placed the company’s alfairs in the 
hands of Receivers on the curable ground 
of insolvency alone, and’ appointed 
men plainly in the interest of the corrupt 
combination—we do not say he transcended 
his power inso doing; certain suits at law were 
brought into ashape to facilitate the purposes 
of the combination, and Judge WrsrBrRoox 
rendered the decisions they wanted in their 
own private offices in this City—we do not 
say these decisions were in violation of any 
law. These points have not been contro- 
verted, and the conduct and motives of 
Warp and WersTerook still await the vin- 
dication of which they sorely stand in need. 
Ifthe new Attorney-General finds ground 
for proceeding against the Manhattan Com- 
pany, it is to be hoped that he will at least 
act throughout in behalf of the people. At 
all events, some way should be found of as- 
certaining whether GALLAWAY’s boastis not 
premature. Let it be kept in mind. The 
Manhattan Company has ‘‘the Legislature 
on its side and the courts on its side, and 
pays for its law by the year.”’ 


THER SOUTH CAROLINA EXODUS. 
Southern newspapers and politicians are 


generally agreed that the flight of ne- 
groes from South Carolina will not amount 
to ‘much of a shower.’’ Senator Hamr- 
TON, in an interview with a Washington 
correspondent of a Charleston paper, is re- 
ported as saying that the places of those 
who left for Arkansas could be readily filled 
by colored laborers from other portions of 
the State. Senator BuTLeR was of the 
same opinion, and Representatives AIKEN, 
Drssue, Evrys, and Triruman concurred. 
It seems to be the belief of all these 
gentlemen that the exodus, whatever 
may be its extent, is a _ blessing in 
disguise. There is not, however, so much 
unanimity of opinion as to the causes of the 
migration as there is concerning its effects 
upon the country affected by it. Senator 
Hampton, for example, was inclined to as- 
sign ‘‘ political restlessness’’ and the passage 
of the Stock Jaw as »mong the causes of the 
migration, although he has also said that tie 
failure of the crops and the promise of 
plenty in the West have served as incentives 
to migration. Senator BurLter and some 
others declare that the Western railroad 
companies are behind the movement, and 
that the desire to obtain laborers and settlers 
along the lines of the railways, as well as 
bad crops and ‘‘the influence of sensational 
preachers,’’ have operated upon the migrat- 
ing colored people. 

As for the newspapers, if we may accept 
their own declarations, they are engaged in 
circulating a vast and varied amount of mis- 
information concerning the exodus. While 
the politicians from whom we have just 
quoted assign bad crops, political restless- 
ness, the allurements of railway managers, 
and the passage of the Stock law as among 
the causes of the migration, the newspa- 
pers, in their editorial columns, deny that 
there are any causes whatever for the ex- 
odus. It would appear that a large body of 
colored people has been suddenly moved by 
some mysterious impulse to quit Edgefield 
County and fly to other regions. Some of 
these have gone to Arkansas and some to 
the sea-board counties of South Carolina. 
We are asked to believe that these people 
have fled from their old homes without 
cause or reason. Or, if any explanation is 
to be given by Southern people, it must be 
to the effect that the negroes are possessed 
by an unaccountable delusion. They are 
pursued by a mere phantom. 

Generally speaking, the South Carolina 
newspapers regard with great disfavor all 
comments upon the exodus made by Repub- 
lican newspapers. For example, the Demo- 
cratic organ at Columbia, 8. C., complains 
that the newspapers write about “this sol- 
emn subject’’ in a careless and perfunctory 
way, and that they ‘‘gabble about it with- 
out giving it the reflection it demands.” 
Unfortunately for those who do not 


live in South Carolina, the local 
newspapers and politicians of the re- 
gion immediately concerned do not treat 
the solemn subject aforesaid in a manner 
which can give outsiders any light. As we 
have just shown in one particularly flagrant 
instance, even when we employ ‘the alleged 
facts which appear in the South Carolina 
newspapers, there is at once made an at- 
tempt to discredit this information and to 
deny everything that has been said to repre- 
sent home opinion. So faras we have ob- 
served, nobody has claimed that the State 
Government is responsible for the causes 
which have started the present migration, 
unless the passage of the Stock law may be 
charged upon the legislative branch of that 
Government. 


The injustice of which the colored people 
complain is wrought by the white citizens 
of the region rather than by the official 
functionaries of State or county. That the 
condition of the negroes in Edgefield County 
has been more intolerable than in some other 
parts of the State is notorious. The mi- 
gration from Edgefield to Beaufort County 
does not so much prove the beneficence of 
the State laws as it proves the comparative 
immunity from persecution which the negro 
enjoys in Beaufort. It may be true, as it is 
strenuously urged by the Bourbon newspa- 
pers, that the negroes are fleeing from South 
Carolina without reason or just cause; and 
it may also be true that this migration is of 
no consequence whatever to anybody but 
the negroes themselves. But this is not the 
way in which the incident strikes an impar- 
tial observer. 





BISMARCK AND THE POPE. 

If the papal guarantees become the sub- 
ject of international action, European poli- 
tics will become interesting again. Of late 
Europe has been a dull continent. For want 
of home preoccupations her statesmen bave 
even given some attention to 
affairs, attracted mainly by the singu- 
lar antics of Mr. Buarne. If Mr. 
BuLArne were still Secretary of State there 
can be no doubt that he would ere this have 
dispatched an identical note to the powers 
notifying them that no change must be made 
in the Pope’s residence or in the provisions 
for his protection and support without the 
consent of the United States. But our for- 
eign policy is now less strongly tinctured 
with jingoism, and, notwithstanding the 
fact that over seven million Roman Catho- 
lics make us one of the strongholds of that 
religion, we shall leave the European 
powers to settle the matter among them- 
selves. This will be far from easy. Ger- 
many has made, or has intimated her in- 
tention to make, some propositions in re- 
gard to the guarantee lialy in- 
sists that her relations with the Pope 
are a detail of her home 
istration with which she is _ perfectly 
competent to deal. France and England 
would not care to make any representations 
about the matter, and, whatever the con- 
servative Catholics of Spain might like to 
do, itis not probable that those who direct 
her present policy would meddle with it. 
Austria alone would be found in sympa- 
thy with Germany. Strange to say, these 
two countries have their own reasons for 
wishing to humiliate Italy. Austria’s plans 
of conquest and annexation in the East can- 
not safely be carried out while Italy stands 
menacingly on her flank demanding the re- 
trocession of her unredeemed provinces, and 
perhaps waiting the opportunity of a war to 
strike a blow to regain them. Germany, of 
course, is at one with Austria in this, for 
BisMARCK will assent to any whim 
of his ally rather than risk a rupture 
which would leave Germany alone in the 
midst of hostile powers. The question of 
the guarantees was first raised by the official 
press in Berlin about the time Bismarck 
told the Reichstag that Italy was too repub- 
lican in her notions to be a safe neighbor. 
Just at that trme, too, the Chancellor found 
that the Ultramontanes in the Reichstag 
would require some very substantial conces- 
sions before they would agrees to form 
a coalition with the Conservatives for the 
support of the Government, which was 
without a majority. Dr. Buscw had been 
at Rome in consultation with the authorities 
of the Church over the modification of the 
Falk laws, and Herr von ScHLOZER was on 
his way from Washington to Rome as the per- 
manent envoy of Germany to the Curia. It 
is far easier, with all these circumstances in 
view, to believe that Bismarck was less 
anxious for the security of the guaranteed 
rights of the Pope than for the success of 
his own schemes. In short, he was using 
his Holiness as a part of the German politi- 
cal machine, quite willing at the same time 
to do Austria a good turn by trying to set 
all the powers against Italy. 
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The Prussian Landtag will meet to-mor- 
row, and the extent of the Government’s 
concessions to the Church party will then 
be made known. If the proposal to com- 
mit the enforcement of the Falk laws 
entirely to the Government is not accepted 
ag sufficient, the official press will break 
out anew with rumors of the transfer of 
the Holy See from Rome to Ful- 
da, or of the active interference of 
the powers to determine the relations 
of Italy to the papacy. In German official 
circles it is confidently expected that it will 
be much easier to treat with Lzo XIII. than 
with his predecessor. This is no doubt the 
case. Pope Pros IX. once likened the 
Emperor Wriuu1AmM to Arriza the Hun, 
and the sensitive monarch never forgot 
or forgave the unflattering comparison. 
On the other hand, a slight overhauling of 
the literature of the Culturkampf brings to 
light innumerable gruff sayings of the Iron 
Chancellor, which are awkward reminders 
of his former bitter feeling toward the 
Church. In the Italian Chamber, the other 
day, Signor Crispi declared that in 1875 Brs- 
MARCK had made overtures, in a note to the 
Ministry, of which Signor MINGHETTI was 
the head, for a modification of the guarantee 
laws which would have placed the Pope in 
& more nearly powerless and more un- 
comfortable position than that of which he 
now complains so constantly. On the ex- 
istence of the note being denied, Signor 
CrisPI insisted that it was a verbal commu- 
nication, whereupon the debate was hastily 
closed, the Government not daring to trust it- 
self upon such delicate and dangerous ground. 
Luckily a dispatch from BisMARCK was at 
hand, in which he protested that his speech 
in the Reichstag was not meant to offend the 
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Italians, and this was read to the Chamber 
as an antidote to the unpieasant feelings ex- 
cited by Signor Crisp1’s indiscretion. The 
Italian Ministry do not like to have their 
country snubbed or spoken of contemptu- 
ously by so eminent and powerful a man as 
BIsMARCK; hence their haste to close the 
debate. But Italy may be depended on to 
resent with the utmost vigor any attempt on 
the part of Germany or any other power to 
meddle with the relations between her and 
the Pope, The peace, or at any rate the 
quiet, of Europe depends, therefore, upon 
the outcome of the session of the Prussian 
Landtag, by which BismakcK will be guided 
in his further policy toward the Church, 


AN UNFORTUNATE VISIT. 

The recent visit of the King of Portugal 
to the King of Spain was so successful that 
King Auronso took the first opportunity to 
ask his Prime Minister, Sacasra, if he 
might run over to Lisbon and see Dom Luts. 
SaGasra not only gave the desired permission, 
but he said that the Queen should go also, 
and that he himself would accompany the 
royal party and see that they did not get 
into mischief. As the young King is really 
fond of old Sagasta, in spite of the latter’s 
stern opposition to what he regards as excess 
in sweetmeats and fruit cake, ALFONSO was 
delighted with his decision, and on Tuesday 
last the King, the Queen, Sefior Sacasta, 
and sixty-three servants arrived in Lisbon. 

The visitors were met at the railway sta- 
tion by Dom Luis, who, with every mani- 
festation of extreme joy, clasped ALFONSO 
in his arms and welcomed him to Portugal. 
He then shook hands with the Queen and 
bowed politely to SacasTa, after which the 
sovereigns got into the palace omnibus and 
prove tothe palace, Sefior Sacasta riding 
with the driver. The sixty-three servants, 
carrying the guitars, were compelled to 
walk, but as the distance was short they 
had no real cause for grumbling. 

Portugal, as every one knows, is not very 
well off. In fact, it is with difficulty and 
only by the exercise of the strictest economy 
that the country has been able to keep out 
of the alms-house. The reception given 
to the Spanish visitors was, therefore, less 
brilliant than the reception given some 
months ago by AtFonso to Dom Luts. 
Nevertheless, the Spaniards were made com- 
fortable, and were provided with good, 
wholesome food. Dinner was served soon 
after their arrival at the palace, and con- 
sisted of soup, sausages, oat-meal, and 
bread pudding. The royal visitors were 
hungry, and were even induced to try 
the oat-meal which Dom FERNANDO, the 
venerable father of the Portuguese King,said 
was the most wholesome and delicious article 
of diet in the world, though Dom Ltts him- 
self privately assured ALFonso that he had 
to cat oat-meal three times a day and hated 
the very sight of it. After dinner Dom 
Luis took his brother King up to his pri- 
vate room, where, after locking the door, he 
produced some cheese, some candy, and a 
bottle of wine, and the two young men en- 
joyed all the delights of a surreptitious ban- 
quet. Meanwhile the two Queens compared 
notes as to babies, and discussed the subject 
of dress; Queen FIA informing Queen 
Curistina that she made most of her own 
clothes and had just sent her old terd- 
antique dress to be dyed with the intention 
of making it into a basque to wear witha 
new blue tarlatan skirt. 

The evening was passed in a very pleasant 
way. Awuronso and Luis played duets on 
their guitars, and then each sang seven or 
eight beautiful songs. The Queens em- 
ployed themselves with crochet-work, and 
Queen Curistrna told her friend how she 
had tried to make a ‘‘cloud’’ in accordance 
with the instructions contained in a copy of 
the Sunday 77ridune, but that, to her great 
astonishment, it turned out to be a fishing- 
net of the largest size. Old Dom FzRNaNDO 
and Sacasta talked of the crops and the 
weather for a little while, and then sank 
peacefully to sleep in theirchairs. When at 
ten o’clock the party broke up and everybody 
went to bed, it was generally acknowledged 
that the evening had been a most enjoyable 
one, and that Spain and Portugal would 
henceforth be the closest of allies and friends. 

Had the Spaniards gone home the next 
morning all would have been well, but, un- 
fortunately, they decided to prolong their 
visit for another day. The weather was un- 
pleasant, so that the Kings did not care to 
go out-doors, ard they agreed to amuse 
themselves at home. About ten o’clock 
SaaasTa mentioned that he would walk 
down to the drug store for a glass of Vichy 
water, and might possibly not come back in 
time for lunch; and he thereupon took his 
hat and guitar and went out. It was then 
that ALFronso, relieved of restraint in con- 
sequence of the absence of his Prime Min- 
ister, proposed to teach Dom Luis a new 
game, He said it was the most delightful 
game in the world; that it had been taught 
to him by Sefor ANNIBALI HAMLINI, the 
American Minister, and that it was called in 
the language of the Americans ‘‘ pokaire.’’ 
Dom Luts at once expressed a wish to learn 
the new game, as did also the Queens, but 
the latter were told by ALFonso that it was 
not a game that girls could play, and that 
he and Dom Luts would go into the dining- 
room, where they could play by themselves. 

Beans were procured and used as checks, 
Dom Luts buying two dollars’ worth from 
Axronso and giving his note for the amount, 
as his month’s salary was not yet due and 
he had only two francs in his pocket. The 
game proved to be one of absorbing interest. 
At first Dom Luts won rapidly, holding 
hands of unusual merit, such as four queens 
and several ‘‘fulls.”’ Luck, however, soon 
changed, and before long all the beans were 
in possession of AtFronso. The excited 
Dom Luis insisted upon continuing to play, 
and when, at half-past twelve, SAGASTA re- 
turned, the Portuguese King had lost eleven 
dollars and fifty cents, for which he had 
given his notes. 

Sefior SaGasta at once put a stop to the 
game, but the mischief had been done. The 
notes of Dom Luis, constituting a debt of 
honor, must be paid, and the Portuguese 
Treasury being empty, a loan must be ne- 
gotiated in order to raise the money, and 
new taxes must be levied. The visit which 
began so happily and promised so well has 
ended in bringing disaster upon a thought- 
less King and an innocent nation. By Sa- 
GAsta’s orders ALFONSO will be confined to 
his room until the Spanish party returns 
home, but it is doubtful if even the skill of 
that veteran dinlomatist can restore friendly 


relations between the two countries and 
convince the Portucuese that ALFonso did 
not deliberately lead Dom Luis into a wicked 
and losing game. 
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A vigorous effort is being made by the man- 
agers of the Brooklyn Library—generally known 
as the Mercantile Library—to raise by subscription 
an endowment fund of $100,000, the revenue from 
which may be used for the purchase of books. The 
library is a yery superiorone. It has some 63,000 
volumes on its shelyes, and some 250 pert- 
odicals and newspapers regularly supplied in 
its reading-room. It is housed In a large 
and very beantiful building, with provision for any 
necessary extension. The library building proper 
is paid for. Th» books supplied to its members 
have been inteuigently selected for the needs of a 
general public library, and the details of its man- 
agement are faithfully and skillfully attended to. 
The Librarian, Mr. 8. B. Noyes is a gentleman of 
long experience and a reputation more than na- 
tional, which his rare qualities of mind and charac- 
ter fully justify. The membership of the Library 
is about 1,800. We know of no like enterprise 
in our State to which enlightened liberality could 
more safely and properly be shown by those who 
have the means. It is an extremely valuable means 
of the best sort of education in Brooklyn, and has 
the advantage of being well established and 
capably managed. 
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An unusual number of prominent men in 
Boston have been stricken down since the new 
year opened. The venerable City Solicitor, Jonn 
P. HEALY, was the first to be called. The news of 
his death had hardly gone forth when that of Judge 
PuTNaM Was aunounced, and while people were 
dweiling upon his loss the sudden illness and death 
of Ricuarp H. Dana was telegraphed from Rome. 
So many deaths im quick succession and in one de- 
partment of professional activity made a deep im- 
pression. .To the number already gone the name 
of Detano A. Gopparp, for oyer thirteen years the 
editor-in-chief of the Boston Advertiser, is now to 
be added. Essentially the same disease has taken 
each of these men away, and at least three of them 
have disappeared before their work was done or 
at the high noon of its accomplishment. Mr. Dawa 
leaves his great treatise on International law un- 
finished; Judge Putnam had shown no abatement 
of mental vigor in the Massachusetts ccurts, and 
Mr. Gopparp was at the age when his services as 
a journalist were of most value to the community 
in which he lived. Though naturally modest and 
shy, he had the courage of his sonvictions and 
never yielded them when another course might 
have seemed more expedient. He was one 
who put conscience into his work, who 
made the journal which he conducted 
express the character of the men who were behind 
it, who spoke fer or against public measures 
rather from a public than from a private point of 
view. His editorial career was marked by a care- 
ful, intelligent conservatism, in which brilliancy of 
statement and a progressive poliey did not stand 
before good sense and a large view of the situa- 
tion, but whenever principles were at stake he was 
among the first to speak, and every word qas then 
emphatic. His mind was neither revolutionary nor 
speculative, but as an intelligent guardian of pub- 
lic interests, as a conservative leader of opinion, 
as a political and literary worker who brought to 
his daily tasks a large conscience and a steadfast 
sense of responsibility, he represented what is best 
in American journalism. 
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The speeial written verdict returned a day 
or two ago by a jury in the General Sessions 
Court in a test case against a milk-dealer is of 
much value to the general public, as sustaining the 
constitutionality as well as the correctness of the 
ordinance which declares the sale of ** skim-milk”’ 
illegal and the fluid itself an improper article for 
food. The proceeding which resulted in the re- 
turn of the verdict grew out of the brazen attempt 
of a dealer to sell ‘‘ skimmed” milk openly and in 
total disregard of the ordinance prohibiting such 
sale. He displayed a placard announcing that the 
milk could be obtained for “ three eents a quart” 
at his establishment, and when arrested and called 
to the bar to answer, he set up the pleathat, as the 
milk seized was not mixed with water or any other 
substance, it was ‘‘ wholesome” as an article of 
food, and therefore could not be classed as “‘adul- 
terated” milk. He further asserted that the 
ordinance specifying it as an improper article for 
sale was itself uneonstitutional. To support 
his argument touching the wholesomeness of 
* skimmed” milk he brought forward a well- 
known chemist, who testified that with the eream 
removed milk was still “‘ wholesome,” but not so 
wholesome as it would be were it not tampered 
with at all. As this scientific opinion was simply 
the one which every man of intelligence could 
arrive at for himself, and undoubtedly does enter- 
tain, it did not appear to weigh much with the 
jurors, who gave a verdict expressing their belief 
that ‘“ skimmed’ milk was “both injurious and 
unwholesome.”” Unquestionably this reflects the 
opinion of all sensible consumers in the City, and 
there can be no question that it is the only view to 
be entertained without the sacrifice of a)l consider- 
ations of plain common sense. It is, therefore, 
sincerely to be hoped that the decision will not be 
reversed, should the defendant secure the privi- 
lege ef trying the case anew for which his counsel 
sought. The indorsement of the verdict by 
another trial would simply be a double indorse- 
ment of the propriety of the course pursued by the 
Health Officers in suppressing the sale of every 
substitute for perfectly pure milk. Their action 
already has the seal of public approval; but the 
additional favorable decision of a court of law is 
calculated to effect great good in deterring dis- 
honest dealers from a praetiee of selling this par- 
ticular sort of unwholesome milk, which they would 
otherwise adhere to persistently. 
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An interesting study would be that of the 
effects of the Excise law of 1857 upon life in New- 
York and Brooklyn. Any unprejudieed student 
would be certain to find that since the law was as- 
sumed to have been put into force some very gross 
evils have attended it. Convincing proofs of this 
may be found nightly upon the streets of the two 
cities—and particularly the main thoroughfares of 
Brooklyn, where social vices did not use to flaunt 
themselves in public. Another proof would be the 
present abominable character of resorts that were 
formerly groggeries and nothing worse. It would 
be wrong to argue from these facts, however, that 
the law of 1857 is altogether bad. There is much 
more reason to believe that evils have appeared in 
its wake beeause it has been badly administered. 
No one who looks straight at facts presented to 
him can doubt that the Excise Commissioners and 
the Charity Commissioners of New-York and Brook- 
lyn have not done their duty under the law. It 
may be true, as Dr. Howarp Crossy says it is, that 
the present Excise Commissioners of this City are 
better than their predeeessors, but there are so 
many indications that they avoid doing things 
they ought to do that they cannot be accepted 
as conscientious publie officers. As for the Char- 
ity Commissioners, they haye never made even a 
pretense of performing a specific duty which the 
law imposes upon them—that of prosecuting 
liquor-sellers who violate the law, and of using the 
fines they recover for the benefit of the poor. 
It will be but a poor excuse for them to say that 
the law merely imposes upon them the duty to act 
when a violation has been complained of, and they 
have been given “reasonable proof” of its exist- 
ence, To their discredit will stand the fact that 


they have not made notorious that provision of law } 


which makes it the duty of goed citizens to com- 
plain to them of violations and their duty to 
prosecute the violators. The general public has 
become acquainted with this provision through the 
efforts of the Commiasioners of Charities to undo 
a wrong, for the doing of which they primarily 
gave the opportunity. There can be no doubt that 
Judge McApam acted justly in dismissing, upon 
the application of the Commissioners, the suits 
brought in their names by one E. M. RItiines 
against a large proportion of the liquor-sellers of 
this City. Rriuryas certainly did not act in a man- 
ner that showed good faith upon his part when he 
made complaints against all the liquor-sellers of 
New-York and requested the Commissioners to in- 
vestigate his eharges and begin suits within ten 
days, and he therefore did not acquire a right to 
sue in the place and names of the Commissioners. 
To allow such suits as his to continue in the courts, 
or be discontinued at the will of their instigator, 
would be to put a premium upon triekery, and, 
perhaps, black-mail. The Commissioners were 
therefore right in oppesing them. It now remains 
for some citizen to make a proper complaint, and 
for tha Commissioners te do their duty when 


they have received such a eompiaint—which time, 
it Is to be hoped, is not far distant—for violations 
of the Excise law without number are apparent on 
every side. 
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Asporting paper of Dee. 31 gives a dismal 
record of the week's Irish sport. The Boyle har- 
riers had a blank day, and no hares could be found, 
the mob having scoured the country the day be- 
fore. At Cionmel, a great crowd having obtained 
permission to hunt over Mr. BuTLER’s land, took ad- 
vantage of it to killevery hare and rabbit thev could 
find and some score of deer. They returned for 
more deer on Wednesday, when the Bailiff en- 
deavored to prevent them at the cost of a frac- 
tured skull. Lismanny and Westmeath hounds 
were stoned and the huntsmen threatened. Col. 
Kine Harman's hounds were stopped, and the 
mob went through his coverts, killing all they could 
find, ostensibly for the suspects. Carlow meets 
are indefinitely suspended on account of the 
League. In Galway the hounds were stopped at 
Kilcornan Castle by near five thousand people. Mr. 
Perssz, the master, and ladies with him were 
pelted. This was deemed the final meet of those 
famous Galway Blazers of whom Baby Blake 
singsin “ Charies O’Malley.””

Strasburg, whose present lease of 
life practically dates from the close of the war 
with France, has 788 Among these are 210 who 
come from Alsace-Lorraine. Three are sons of 
princely German houses. 


Census returns for British Burmah present 
interesting showings of the distribution of religions 
and languages among the population, Of religions 
the figures are these: Buddhists, 8,251,58:; Moham- 
medans, 168,881; demon worshipers, 142,581; Hin- 
dus, 88.177; Christians, 84,219, (of whom 34,000 are 
Europeans;) Jews, 204; pariahs, &8; Brahmins, 77; 
Jains, 5. Of languages they are these: Burmese, 
2,642,274; Karem, 514,495; Tulu, 154,553; Shan, 59,- 
v24; Chinese, 12,962; Bengali, 99,745; Hindustani, 
72,990; Telugu, 33,715; Tamil, 27,483; English, 10,226; 
Welsh, 146; Scotch, 4; Danish, 18; French, 111; 
German, 339; Italian, 353; Norwegian, 256; Portu- 
guese, 160; Swedish, 151. 

One of the strangest incidents of the Vienna 
theatre fire has come to light in the rescue of a 
young artillery private after three days and nights 
of peculiar suffering. He endeavored to escape 
from the burning building by a stage door, but, 
owing to some mishap, fell through a broken trap 
into a deep cellar. Here the poor fellow remained 
for 72 hours without sleep or food, and from the 
constant pouring of water ixto the cellar from the 
engines came near being drowned. His cries were 
at last heard by a inspecting fireman, who took 
him out ofthe water, which was up around his 
ehest. 


The quantity of paper which a nation con- 
sumes isin many ways a fair index of its prosper- 
{ty andits intelligenee. Statistics show that the per 
tapita eonsumption is in no country so large as in 
this, where it is 8 kilos. In England it is 6; in 
Germany, 5; in Austria,4; in Franee, 314, and in 
Russia, 46. For the entire earth the number of 
paper mills is estimated at 8,000, and their com- 
bined production at $00,000 tons annually. While 
Germany ranks third in per capita consumption, 
she is first in produetion, her total being 180,000 
tons. Great Britain is next with 170,000 tons, and 
then come the United States with 150,000 tons; 
France with 148,000, Austria with 80,000, and Russia 
with 33,500. Brazil has but one mill and Africa 
but one. 


How stable has been the population of | 


France during the last three-quarters of a century 
few persons will be prepared to believe. By the 
last census (that of 1876) the total was 86,900,000; in 
1801 it was 27,349,000, showing an increase of only 
£550,000 in 75 years. Englaad, onthe other hand, 
had in 1801 only 9,156,000 people, against 22,712,000 
in 1871, showing a gainin 70 years of 13,556,000, or 
pbout 150 per cent. The gain of France in 75 
years was only about 85 per cent. England, inthe 
past 10 years, has gained 3,400,000, but France, in 
the 10 years included between 1866 and 1876, after 
making due allowance for 1,500,000 that she lost 
with Alsace-Lorraine, gained only 300,000. Indeed, 
her population 25 years earlier than 1876, exclusive 
of Alsace-Lorraine, was 34,380,000, or but 2,520,000 
less than in 1876. 


Mr. Matthew Arnold is not alone in his Ox- 
ford protest, Conservative men there and elsewhere 
in Engiand are greatly shocked at innovations 
which have been made and are proposed in some 
pf the most celebrated parts of the ancient city. 
While it is true that street car rails have been laid 
down in High-street, thus vulgarizing “ the stream- 
like windings of that glorious street,’ and the au- 
thorities haye remained indifferent to this van- 
dalism, they do not appear likely, writes Prof. 
Shairp, to protest against the broadening, or 
in some other way “the destroying of the 
proportions and the desecration of the beauty of 
that unrivaled bridge (Magdaien) by which High- 
street is so grandly closed.” Prof. Shairp is 
unable to understand the apathy with which 
the university looks on while such things 
are being done.

NEW-YORK QUINTET CLUB. 

fhe New-York Quintet Ciub, a company of 
sterling musicians associated for the purpose of 
sulitivating chamber music, gave a concert in Stein- 
way Hall yesterday afternoon.

The sale of the large collection of paintings 
belonging to the estate of the late Gen. Herman 
Uhl, of this City, was begun last evening at the art-

THE CONTEST BETWEEN GOWEN 
AND BOND. 

THE GOWEN PROXIES VOTED AND THOSE OF 
MR, BOND NEARLY ALL IN—THE VOT- 
ING STANDING ABOUT 210,000 To 188,- 
000 IN FAVOR OF BOND. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 12.—The polling of the 

Gowen proxies was resumed this morning. It he- 

gan with the twelve hundre\ and twentieth vote 

cast since the polls opened on Monday, and at 11 

o'clock the thirteenth hundred was turned. By 

this time the list of names beginning with V had 
been completed, and W. H. Vanderbilt’s name 
passed without hearing from his proxies, Messrs. 

Schell and Worcester were seated in front of the 

stage in the hall at the time. There does not appear 

to be much doubt in any quarter, however, that the 

Vanderbilt proxies will all be cast for the Gowen 

ticket at the proper time. The only incidents 

of moment that occurred during the completion 
of the voting of the Gowen list were the challeng- 
ing of the votes of Whiteman & Co., 2,500 shares; 

H. H. Wiltbank, 200: John Winder, 20 out of 100; 

C. & H. Borie, 800; J. & S. Wornsley, 780; L. H. 

Niles, 1,450; L. H. Niles & Co., 740; Marshal, Payne 

& Co., 1,000; U. Palmer & Co., 220, andC. T, Yerkes 

& Co., 1,015; and the production of a later proxy 

for Bond for the stock held by John Werkman, 240 

shares. At 12:10 P. M. a recess was ordered until 2 

P.M. Within 15 minutes after the resumption of 

balloting Mr. Gowen had completed the polling of 


his list of proxies, bringing the vote of the day for 
the Gowen ticket to 22,336 shares, and the aggre- 
gate vote on the same side to a few shares beyond 
188,000, about 47,000 of which have been challenged, 
mainly on the ground that the voters have parted 


.with the stock voted upon in their names. 


Mr. Kinsley, Secretary of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad Company. (elected last year with 
President Bond,) took his seat at the judges’ table, 
and commenced to vote the proxies held for the 
Bond ticket. The first vote offered was that of A. 
Lautenbach for 100 shares, and Mr. Gowen chal- 
lenged the vote on the ground that sr. Lauten- 
bach did not own the stock. The vote was ad- 
mitted, and exeeption taken by Mr. Gowen in the 
form that was so frequently pursued by Messrs. 
Bullitt and Dale while the Gowen proxies were be- 
ing voted. Within an hour anda balf Mr. Kinsley 
had voted proxies for about 194,000 shares for 
the Bond tieket, and the following had been 
challenged: A. Lautenbach, 100 shares; James A. 
Chase, 24: D. C. W. Smith & Co., 5,000; E. W. Clark 
& Co., 129; B. K. Jamison, 1,700. The McCalmont 
vote was as follows: Robert MeCalmont, 3,232 
shares; Hugh McCalmont, 2.057 shares; McCalmont 
Brothers & Co., 176,584. When the McCalmont 
Brothers & Co. proxy was offered, James E. Gowen 
filed with the judgesa protest against the reception 
of the vote on the ground that the stock for which 
the proxy was given was not held in the names of 
those for whem it was voted, and because generally 
the title was defective. The vote was admitted, 
the challenge or protest being deposited with the 
ballot. At 5 o'clock the election was adjourned 
until to-morrow, with about one-third of the Bond 
proxies vet to be voted. Including the MeCalmont 
proxies, the Bond ticket received to-day 210,000 
yotes. The last vote effered was that of Scott & 
Co. for 2,300 shares. It was challenged on the 
ground that Scott & Co. de not now and never did 
have any bona fide interest in the stock offered. 
The vote was withdrawn. 

It isnow the general impression in Third-street 
that the Vanderbilt vote will not be cast om the 
losing side. If Mr. Gowen can secure an indispu- 
table majority, including the Vanderbilt proxies, 
they will be voted for him: otherwise they will not. 
The Gowen vote so far polled is still short of the 
required figure.

TRYING TO CRIPPLE A ROAD. 

A BILL WHICH WOULD PREVENT THE SOUTH 
CAROLINA ROAD FROM REACHING TIDE- 
WATER, 

CHARLESTON, S. C., Jan. 12.—A well-planned 
scheme, and one by no means creditable to the 
persons therein engaged, has been discovered to 
prevent the South Carolina Railroad from reaching 
the navigable waters of Charleston Bay. In 1882, 
after much agitation on the subjeet in the Legisla- 
ture, the Directors of the road authorized the 
purchase of swamp-lands on Cooper River, north 
of Columbus-street, to ‘“‘ bring the road to the 


water,” and the payment of $40,000 for the same, 
The money was paid and legal titles were obtained, 
but owing to the deplorable financial condition of 
the road, which ended in bankruptcy, the 
project wasnotaccomplished. After Receiver J. II. 
Fisher assumed control, in 1878, recognizing the 
advantages to be gained by connecting the rail- 
road with the shipping interests, he obtained an 
allowance from the United States Circuit Court to 
build wharves on the land purchased and to pay 
forthe extension of the road to these wharves. 
The new company, composed almost exclusively 
of Northern stockholders, formed since the road 
has been removed from the jurisdiction of the 
United States Circuit Court, sanctioned Mr. 
Fisher's plans, and, to give him full scope in the 
matter of improvements, elected him President of 
the road at the commencement of the present year. 

Now, when the time has arrived for tbe long- 
looked-for event, and contracts have actually been 
made to build several first class ocean steamers to 
carry freightto and from the contemplated rail- 
road wharves, an attempt is made to defeat the 
wishes of the new company as well as the hopes of 
the business men now benefited through the ex- 
tension of the road by taking frem them, through 
an aet of the Legislature, the entire water-front 
of the property purchased for the purpose above 
stated. A bill was introduced at the commence- 
ment of the present session of the General Assem- 
bly, without the knowledge of the reporters or with 
ap understanding that it should not be mentioned 
inthe newspapers, authorizing ‘James M. Eason 
to build certain wharves, warehouses, elevators, 
&e., on Town Creek, in Charleston County, from 
Columbus-street 300 feet north, and from low- 
water mark west to deep-water mark east, and for 
a period of 80 years to collect wharfage, &c.” This 
bill, under the law which makes the beds of navi- 
gable rivers the property of the State, givesthe Le- 
gislature the power to grant Eason the right to 
build wharves exactly in front of the land 
owned by the South Carolina Railroad Company, 
and its passage—uniess the company bought 
Eason off, which is probably the uiterior motive 
of the framer of the bill, inasmuch as he does not 
possess sufficient means to build “ wharves, ele- 
vators, &c."’—would render the property of the 
company valueless and its effort to reach tide- 
water futile in that direction. It is claimed by 
eminent lawyers that the Legislature cannot 
legally pass this bill without revokisg an act of 
the General Assembly, passed in 1826, which estab- 
lishes a line in front of water lots in Charleston 
beyond which no wharves shall be extended. B. 
F, Crayton, Chairman of the committee to which 
the bill was referred, reported that it had * care- 
fully considered the same,and recommends that 
the bill de pass.””. When asked by the attorney of 
the road, the Hon. D. T. Corbin, if he knew the ob- 
ject of the bill, Crayton said he did not, and that 
his favorable reportis based upon the request of 
Senator A. T. Staythe, of Charleston. 

It is not believed that the General Assembly will 
pass the bill when it understands the matter, al- 
though it has the support of both of the Charleston 
County Senators and the Chairman of the Charles- 
ton delegation in the House. But the passage of 
the bill, even, will not end the matter, inasmuch 
as the company will defend its rights in the State 
and United States Courts if found necessary. In 
speakfng of this scheme, a well-known and at one 
time very popular Democratic ex-county officer re 
marked: ‘* Our Legislators are gentlemen of re- 
finement and superior intelligence, and they do 
their stealing in a superior, intelligent;way—not like 
the clumsy, ignorant scamps in Republican times, 
who didn't have intelligence enough to hide their 
indiscretions,”

VETOING A RAILROAD BILL. 

GOV. CAMERON VETOES THE RICHMOND AND 
LOUISVILLE BILL AS GIVING DANGER- 
OUS PRIVILEGES, 


RicHMOND, Va., Jan. 12.—In the State Sen- 
ate to-day a Message was received from Gov. Cam- 
eron, vetoing tie bill reeently passed “To ratify 
and confirm the consolidation of the Riehmond and 
South-western Railway Company with the Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky and Ohio Narrow-gauge Railroad 
Company, under the name and style of the Rich- 
mond and Louisville Railroad Company.” The 
Governor heartily sustains the avowed objects of 
the bill, but gravely doubts the results to follow 
upon its operation, and, therefere, in the light 


of recent judieial decisions, “feels con- 
strained, through considerations of public duty 
and policy, to withhold his approval.” His objec- 
tions to the bili do not extend to the lines of rail- 
way laid down, or to the proposed eonsolidation 
of those lines, but he objects to the provision of 
the charter which confers extraordinary and dan- 
gerous powers unnecessary to the accomplishment 
of its avowed objects. The objectionable provi- 
sion is the fourth section, which grants authority 
to the Richmond and Louisville Railroad Company 
“to consolidate with any other railroad company 
now existing, or which may hereafter be 
chartered, within or without this State, upon 
such terms as may be agreed upon _be- 
tween it and such other company.” ‘The 
Governor submits that this general and abso- 
lute surrender by the State of all power in the 
premises cannot be necessary to invite the domes- 
tic and foreign capital required for the construc- 
tion of the work demanded by this act, and that 
the privileges sought are out of all proportion to 
the avowed ends and are inconsistent with the in- 
terests‘of the; people whose assistance is prima- 
rily invoked. It is the Governor’s firm coun- 
victign, fortified by authority, that the Jan- 
guage quoted, to wit: “To_ eonsolidate 
with any other railroad company,” &c., confers 
upon the Richmond and Louisville Railroad Com- 
pany such authority as may deprive the courts of 
this State of all jurisdiction over the affairs of said 
company, and may take away from the citizens of 
this Commonwealth all rights to seek redress in 
their own tribunals for wrongs received from this 
corporation. The Governor fears that in allowing 
this charter, as framed, to become law. he might 
erect a corporation with power to transfer its 


franchises beyond the State of Virginia to those 
who could and might defeat the object of its crea- 
on. 


GENERAL RAILWAY NOTES. 
PALACE CAR COMPANY INTERESTS—ANNUAL 
MEETINGS OF DIFFERENT ROADS, 

CHICAGO, Jan, 12.—The Tribune says: “It 
may be regarded as certain that the suit of the 
Pullman Palace Car Company against the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad, the main stem of Gould’s South- 
western system, is an actual basis of consolida- 
tion which will give Messrs. Vanderbilt and Gould 
control of the sleeping-car system of the United 
States. It will be known asthe Pullman Car Com- 
pany, and managed in accordance with the plans 
conceived and followed out by Mr. Pullman i6 
years ago. It is thought by those whose relations 
with the Pullmans are very intimate that the car 
shops at the town of Pullman will form no part of 


the consolidation, though this is by no means cer- 
tain. The reason for this belief is the fact that 
the Wagner Company has no shops, and is depend- 
ent for its cars upon large ear manufacturing com- 
panies at the East. 

Mr. Gould and his party will leave this city for 
St. Louis this evening. It was thelr intention to 
start last evening, but owing to the inability to 
bring the Colorado and South-western meetings to 
a conclusion yesterday, they decided to remain 
here until to-night, as the presence of the manager 
of the Gould roads is necessary at these meetings. 

The managers of the South-western roads have 
agreed to abolish passes on account of business 
and agents of the roads between Kansas City and 
Chicago, and between the same points have agreed 
ppen $7 as the fixed maximum rate for passenger 

raffic. 

The erection of new stoeck-yards at South Chica- 
go is said to be in contemplation in connection 
with the Wabash Railway system: and the Zimes 
is authority for the statement that $1,000,000 was 
subscribed yesterday toward the project, the es- 
timated cost of the enterprise being $3,000,000, 

The Michigan Central Railroad Company to-day 
reduced its rates to all interior points in Michigan 
on the basis of 15 cents on grain to New-York. A 
uniform rate of 17 ceats on provisions to Baltimore 
has been established over the Pennsylvania, the 
Baltimore and Ohio, and the Vanderbilt roads. 

A meeting; of representatives of the Colorado 
roads was held here to-day. Marvin Aughitt, of 
the North-western, was chosen Chairman, and J. 
W. Midgely Commissioner, The Southern roads 
were unable to divide their business, owing to the 
absence of representatives of the St. Louis and 
San Francisco companies. The Northern roads, 
however, made an amicable division, and the meet- 
ing agreed to restore the Colorado rates from to- 
morrow. The Executive Committee agreed to be 
governed by the rules of the South-western Asso- 
ciation, 

St. ALBANS, Vt., Jan. 12.—In the case of 
Langdon against the Central Vermont and the Ver- 
mont and Canada Railroad Companies, the Su- 
preme Court, to-day, gave a hearing ona motion of 
the defense for a rehearing of the case before 
Chancellor Royce and against sending the case to 
the Supreme Court. The original actionwas to se- 
cure possession of the Central Vermont and the 
Vermont ana Canada Roads on aecount of trust 
debts. The case came before the Supreme Court 
on a pro forma decree made by Chancellor Royce, 
on the master’s report filed last November, which 
decision was favorable to Langdon and the present 
management of the Central Vermont. This after- 
noon the court overruled the petition, and ordered 
the case for trial in the Supreme Court. 


MONTREAL, Jan. 12.—The Direetors of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway to-day resolved not to 
build the contemplated branch to Sault Ste. Marie, 
but to make aconnection with the Chicago and 
North-western Railway instead. While the line 
along the north shore of Lake Superioris being 
constructed the company wil) use fast steamers to 
carry freight from Algoma Bay to Chieago and 
Thunder Bay.

EASTON, Penn., Jan. 12.—The body of a man 
of middle age, well dressed, with the name of 
Parker or Baker on a silk handkerchief in the 
pocket, was found dead on the track of the New- 
Jersey Central Road at Ashbury to-day. 30th 
legs were cut off, and the head was crushed by the 
ear wheels.

CINCINNATI, Jan 12.—Orn the Dayton and 
Western Division of the Pan-Handle Road, near 
New-Paris, a westward beund express train was 
wrecked last night by a rai) purposely removed. 
The engine and the mail car were badly damaged 
and a fireman was seriously injured, but the pas- 
sengers were unhurt. 

San FRANCISCO, Jan. 12.—The accouats of 
the blowing up of the Hercules Powder Works, at 
Pinole, vary. Some say that two Chinamen were 
killed and three morta!ly wounded, and others say 
that one was killed and one mortally wounded, 
while the employes’ injuries consist of slight 
wounds from ilying splinters. The company 
claims that no powder exploded, and that steam 
was the sole cause of the disaster. This statement 
is contradicted by the evidence of the force of the 
explosion, which shattered widely separated build- 
ings and scattered cartridge cases fora great dis- 
tance around, The loss is estimated at $20,000. 

OSKALOOSA, Iowa, Jan, 12.—Thomas Wa- 
ters and Jasper Newton, miners, were overpow- 
ered by foul air in a coal mine. Waters is dead and 
Newton cannot recover. 

St. Lovis, Jan. 12.—John Creighan, a 
foundry man, went to see a Mrs. Cox, a triend of 
his, off by the Wabash train last evening, accom- 
panied by several neighbors. When Mrs, Cox got 
on the train at the Main-street depot, Creighan 
followed, carrying her packages. Immediately the 
train started, and when it had moved a short dis- 
tance Creighan rushed out and attempted to 
jump off while the train was crossing the bridge. 
The brakeman endeavored to hold him but he 
broke away and leaped down through the bridge- 
girders into the Mississipp! River. Creighan evi- 
dently thought there was a foot-path on the bridge. 
He is believed to have been drowned. The body 
has not yet been recovered. He leaves a wife ana 
two children. 

CYNTHIANA, Ky., Jan. 12.—-A portion of the 
trestle used for the construction of a bridge over 
the Licking River forthe Kentucky Central Rail- 
road was washed away by a freshet yesterday.

A DISSATISFIED DIOCESE, 

Troy, N. Y., Jan. 12.—At the Diocese Con- 
vention of the Albany Episcopal District, to-day, 
the action of the Diocese Convention of the New- 
York District in withholding a portion of the Epis- 
eopal endowment fund from the Albany diocese 
was characterized as unjust and dishonest. A 
eommittee which had been appointed last year re- 
ported that all efforts were unavailing to get from 
the New-York diocese an equitable proportion of 
the endowment fund. The committee suggested 
that ifthe High Diocese Convention of New-York 
makes no provision for the payment, legal meas- 
ures be taken. The Rev. Mr. Reese, of a special 
committee, reported that in the opinion of his eom- 
mittee only moral redress should be looked for, 
The Albany diocese could afford to lose its money 
and retain its honor unstained, and leave the New- 
York diocese the reputation of grasping money 
at the sacrifice of self-respect and honesty. 
Judge Forsyth, Chairman of the original commit- 
tee, said he did not believe in sentiment or “ taffy,” 
and he objected to such a lamb-like report being 
entered on the minutes. ‘* We have a club in our 
hands in the shape of legal redress,” he said, * and 
unless we shake it over the heads of our New-York 
brethren we will get no justice, for they do not be- 
lieve in moral suasion. The Albany diocese was 
formed from a portion of the New-York diocese, 
but has never received any of our State Episcopal 
endowment fund. There are 17 counties in the 
Aibany diocese.”

PENNSYLVANIA REVENUE SOURCES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 12.—The State Revenue 
Commission this morning discussed the question of 
the tax on collateral inheritances. The committee 
to inquire into the system of mercantile appraise- 
ments made areport which takes a decided stand 
against the Recorder’s office. The law allows that 
official a fee of 62144 cents for every tax collected, 


which the committee proposes reducing to 50 cents, 
No fee will be allowed where no tax is collected, 
which, according to the committee, will reduce 
the Recorder's fees exactly the amount of 
the fees accruing from the collection of 3,000 
tax assessments which are not now Collected,

TRYING TO BURN HIS VICTIM. 

Hopson, N, Y., Jan. 12.—The Register has 
just received intelligence of a horrible murder 
committed in the town of Austerlitz, this county, 
20 miles from this citv. A wood-chopper named 
Vandercook, belonging in Alford, Mass., visited 
the shanty of Oscar Beckwith,a desperado living 
at the old Green River ore bed, last Tuesday, and 
has not been seen since. Vandercook’s absence 
excited the suspicion of his friends and they went 
to the shanty in search of him, when it was discov- 
ered that Beckwith had disappeared with his horse. 
Further investigation disclosed charred portions of 
a human skull and benes in the stove, portions of 
the Lay cut in small pieces as if ready to burn, 
end the legs and feet ina heap, covered with rub- 
bish. Beckwith’s horse was found in the moun- 
tains this morning 10 miles from the scene of the 
tragedy. Vandercook wasa stout man, weighing 
over 200 pounds, and was about 60 yearsold. He 
is supposed to have had some money about him. 
The trageay has caused intense excitement in the 
neighborhood, and a large posse is in search of 
Beckwith, who ‘is believed to be concealed near 
this city.

CONTINUATION OF THE POLICE 
COURT EXAMINATION. 

SIDS AND CONTRACTS PUT IN EVIDENCE 
BY THE PROSECUTION—THR DEFENSE 
STRENUOUSLY COMBAT THE IDEA OF 
CONSPIRACY—SEVERAL WITNESSES EX- 
AMINED, 


*V ASHINGTON, Jam, 12.—The hearing in the 
star route case of the Government against Messrs. 
Cabell, Minnix, and Dickson, was resumed in the 
Police Court to-day. Col, Bliss opened the pro- 
* peedings by saying that an agreement had been 
arrived at between some of the defendants’ coun- 
sel and the prosecuting officers to make this a test 
vase, that is, not to take up any of the other suits 
until this should be disposed of in this court. If, 
after hearing the evidence, the court should be 
of opinion that there had been no conspiracy, 
the proseention woula agree to let the other 
cases stand adjourned at the pleasure of the 
defense, “In the other event, of course,” said Col. 
Bliss, ‘we shall push a vigorous prosecution.” It 
{3 understood that if the prosecuting officers fail to 
secure a committalin the Police Court the cases 
will be taken before the Grand Jury in some other 
way. Mr. Wilson said he was as anxious as Col. 
Bliss to bring the present case to a close. Con- 
piracy, he sald, was not a question of law, but 
of fact, and he was going to prove that 


these cases were barren ef conspiracy. He 
said, however, that one of his clients—Mr, 
Sweet—who was not a party to this ar- 
ticular case, was a business man of good standing 
In this city, and he should demand an early oppor- 
tunity to vindicate him from these charges. Col. 
Bliss agreed that his should be the next case taken 
op. He said the Government witnesses from Mor- 
gan County, Ky., had not yet arrived, but, with 
this exception, they would be able to present all of 
their evidence to-day, and would then ask foran 
adjournment. Mr. Olliver complained that Col. Bliss 
had written a letter to the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions ealculated to injure his client, (Donohoe,)a 
clerk in the Pension Bureau, and said he should de- 
mand an early trialin his case also, so as to pro- 
tect him from the loss of his office. Col. Bliss re- 
plied that he had written the letter at the instance 
of officers higher in the Government than himself, 
and had expressly asked the Commissioner to re- 
frain from any action injurious to Donohoe pend- 
Ing the result of these triais. Mr. Pelham said 
that he knew his client (Boone) was free from any 
saint of crime, and was not disposed to allow any 
other case to prejudice his. 

The court here took occasion to define the mean- 
pes of a conspiracy, and said that unless itappeared 

hat there was an intention to cause the Govern- 
ment an actual /oss the cases would certainly not 
tome under one clause of the Revised Statutes 
under which this action is brought; he was not 
vlear as to the other two sections quoted by the 
prosecution. Mr, Wilson said he hoped that the 
court was still open to conviction on this 
subject, even after the expression of opinion. He 
then read from a newspaper report of yesterday's 
proceedings a statement of Mr. Bliss, wherein he 
said that Diekson signed a bond for Cabell after 
the property on which he based his surety had 
erga out of his possession, and asked Col. Bliss if 
hat was his statement. Col. Bliss replied emphati- 
tally that it was, and said he expected to prove 
that Dickson did not even hold a paper title to 
the property when he signed the bond. 

He then called Mr. C. P. Webster to the witness 
stand and proceeded to examine him. Witness 
said he isa notary public, and identified certain 
papers presented by the prosecution as bids and 
contracts which he had witnessed for Cabell. A 
long wrangle between counsel ensued over the ad- 
mission of these papers, but they were final- 
ty put in evidence, the court reserving 
its. decision. with regard to the legal 
tights in the matter. These papers were 
the bids and contracts on three of Cabell’s routes, 
and much of the time of the court was consumed 
in a tedious examination of witnesses to prove the 
validity of the papers, and all the circumstances of 
their reception and the awards made on them were 
gone over, Col. Bliss explaining ‘that the de- 
feuse forced him to pursue this course by 
nsisting upon technicalities. In the course of his 

xamination Webster testified to being present in 

abell’s house and signing and sealing large num- 
bers of these papers. When questioned as to the 
persons present when he did this work, the mem- 
ory of the witness failed him, and counsel for the 
defense charged Mr. Bliss with seeking to prompt 
the witness. Col. Bliss repelled this charge, and 
said indignantly: **I am not used to being accused 
of subterfuge and wrong practices, and I will not 
submit to these charges from any gentleman.” 

On cross-examination, Mr. Webster said that he 
hed left his official seal at Cabell’s house over 
wight. Had never placed his seal to a paper until 
it was completed. Had authorized Cabell to attach 
the seal to papers which he (Webster) had wit- 
uessed, and although he had not seen ail the sure- 
ties sign their names, (the bids were too numerous 
‘or him to be able to do that, he said.) they had 
sworn to their signatures before he approved them. 
The papers were all prepared when he was called 
in. He might have been imposed upon by persons 
representing themselves as the signers. 

The next witness called was George J. Brewer, a 
clerk in the Contract Office of the Post Office De- 
partment, who testified as to the methods of re- 
ceiving bids and awarding contracts. There was, 
he said, a description of sureties’ property with 
Dids but not in the contracts, 

In answer to Mr. Hine, be said he did not know 
Bn instance where a Postmaster-General had inves- 
tigated the security offered by a surety ona bid. 
The department relied upon the Pestmaster’s in- 
forsement of the sureties. 

Col. Bliss again explained that the department 
had no discretion in the matter; they were com- 
pelled to accept the indorsement of a ten-cent 

ostmaster. Col. Bliss, in putting the papers in 
evidence, ealled the attention of the court to the 
fact that the names of sureties, contractors, and 
pthers in the bids were printed and only the final 
Eignatures were written. This fact, he said, would 
tend to show the way these bids were ground out. 

Mr. W. P. Dumble, another clerk in the Contract 
Office, was called, and identified the papers as 
having passed through that office. He also de- 
scribed the course of business pursued in the de- 
partment. 

Col. Biiss then gave his reasons for putting the 
papers in evidence, saying that the coeds were 
worthless, and that Minnix and Dickson had swern 
in them that575 acres of land in Morgan County, 
Ky., owned by them, was worth $50,000, whereas 
Cabell, the original owner, had acknowledged hay- 
Ing paid $5 an acre for it. 

Mr. Wilson followed, reading the affidavits on 
which the ease is based, and elaimed that even if 
all the acts charged in them were true, there was 
no conspiracy. A conspiracy, he said, meant an 
Intention to injure some one. His clients had per- 
formed their duties faithfully. It was necessary. 
he said, for some one to perform this service, and 
no man could find a separate bond for every bid if 
he went into the business to any extent. No one 
would deny Mr. W. W. Coreoran’s right to 

oon a thousand bonds. Why should they deny 

is clients the same right in due proportion? It 
Was wrong, also, to assume that this property 
spoken of by the prosecution was the on!y pre- 
tection the Government had in case of failure of 
the contractor. In fact, the sureties were liable to 
suits to the full amount of their possessions. 

Col. Bliss replied at some length on this point. 
At the close of his argument, eounsel for Cabell, 
who was surrendered by his bondsmen last night, 
asked to have his bail reduced, and Judge Snell 
fixed it at $2,000 instead of the $10,000 originally de- 
manded. 

Col. Bliss said he desired.to make a personal 
statement both for his own vindication and that of 
Judge Snell, They had been charged with dragging 
ey le from their beds, wheveas the fact was that 

e had left the warrants at Police Head-quarters 
at 2:15 0’clock in the afternoon, with instructions 
to serve them as soon as —- so that the de- 
fendants might secure bail before night. 

The court then adjourned until 1 o'cleck to-mor- 
row, Col. Bliss explaining that he was compelled to 
answer a subpoena and would not be able to ap- 
pear before that hour.

Judge MeAdam and a jury, in the Marine Court, 
yesterday. The plaintiff charged that the defend-

Aug. 15, 1880, deliberately upset his wagon, and 
threw him (the plaintiff) to the ground and in- 
ured him.

WHIPPED BY HIS WIFE. 


——_—_——_—— 
HOW MRS. JAMES CHEETHAM KEPT HER HUS- 
BAND IN S8UBJECTION, 

The troubles of the Cheetham family occu- 
pied the attention of Justice Walsb, in Brooklyn, 
for several hours yesterday, and afforded much 
amusement to an audience that filled all the benches 
in the court-room. The Cheethams keep a board- 
ing-house at No. 82 Hicks-street, Brooklyn. Mr. 
James Cheetham, a gentleman of slender build, 
delicate appearance, and aged about 60 years, 
claimed to be the head of the establishment. Mrs. 
Ellen H. Cheetham, a large, robust woman of 


45, disputed the claim, and out of the dispute 
grew mueh domestic misery, whieh culminated 
on several occasions in trials of physi- 
calstrength. Mrs. Cheetham’s strength was more 
than a match for the skill of her better half. Final- 
Vr. after repeated defeats, Mr. Cheetham, deeming 

iscretion the better part of valor, fled from the 
Hicks-street mansion, sought sanctuary in the 
house of a married daughter at No. 273 Degraw: 
street, and goon thereafter brought legal proceed- 
ings to have his wife punished for assault. The 
examination took place yesterday. Mr. Cheetham 
went on the stand, and, after describing many 
petty annoyances to which his wife had subject- 
ed him in the shape of seyere snubbings 
administered in the presence of the male boarders, 
brought his narrative down to the 28th of Decem- 
ber. On that day the plaintiff and defendant dis- 
puted over a trunk belonging to one of the board- 
ers, whieh had been broken open. Mr. Cheetham 
admitted that in the heat of the dispute he had 
told his wife that her mouth was too big and that 
he could see blue flames coming out of it. After 
making this statement he hastily retreated to his 
room and locked the door. Mrs. Cheetham at once 
proceeded to fasten the door on the outside by tie- 
ing a strap around the handle. Fearing eompul- 
sory imprisonmert, Cheetham rushed out and 
struck wildly at his wife. She reeled against the 
wall, but speedily recovered and, seizing her hus- 
band by the whiskers, ‘* gouged his cheek.” 

When it came the defendant’s turn to take the 
stand she related the following incident as going 
to show how groundless were the causes of Mr. 
Cheetham’s complaints: A German boarder named 
Lobe had just finished taking his breakfast, when 
the plaintiff, addressing his wife, called down 
stairs: 

Q.—Lillie, has Mr. Lobe had his breakfast? A.— 

es, 

Q.—What's he doing down there? A.—Come 
down and see. 

‘““When Mr. Lobe had gone away,” said Mrs. 
Cheetham, ‘my husband came down and accused 
me of being too free with him, and of having said 
‘au revoir,’ which he defined as ‘good bye, sweet 
love, until we meet again.’ In the evening when 
Mr. Lobe came home I asked him to take up the 
insult my husband had put on me, but my husband 
wouldn’t fight. When I found that Mr. Cheet- 
ham would not si fight with a man 
I very. gently poured six glasses’ of 
water down his back and one tumbler 
of vinegar to preserve him tor future reference. 
He immediately got up and struck me. I caught 
hold of his whiskers and gave him a squeeze. He 
then said I had gone toa pic-nic with a young 
man. I asked him to take that statement 
back, and he refused, I then proceeded 
to box his ears. I asked him again 
to take it back, and he said: ‘I’m sorry 
my jewel, but it is the truth.’ I boxed his ears 
again and gave hima third chance to take back 
what he had said, but as he still refused I gave him 
a still heavier box on the ear.”” Explaining the cir- 
cumstances connected with one of the numerous 
encounters she had with her husband, Mrs. 
Cheetham, addressing the Judge, said: “ Your 
Honor, I don’t know how to fight, but I can ever- 
lastingly catch hold of aman and squeeze him so 
he cannot give me a black eye."”” A numberof the 
boarders are yet to testify, and the examination 
will be continued on Monday next. 


LOSS OF A BRITISH BARK. 
—_——_——__——_— 
THE MARY RIDEOUT ABANDONED AT 8EA-— 
THE CREW KESCUBD, 

The Norwegian bark Medeator, Capt. Jen- 
sen, which arrived from Pernambuco yesterday 
with a cargo of sugar consigned to E. J. Frazer & 
Co., of No. 88 Wall-street, sighted a vessel in dis- 
tress on Jan. 8,in latitude 33° 7’ and longitude 
71° 25’. The stranger was evidently disabled and 
lay lowin the water, She was flyinga signal of 
distress, and the Medeator approached and hove to 
near by. The stranger, which preyed to be the 


British bark Mary Rideout, Capt. A. 8. Gibson, 
bound from Pernambuco for this port, was ina 
sinking condition. Her master signaled that he 
desired to abandon his vesse!. A boat was launched, 
and Capt. Gibson, his wife, and nine men, the en- 
tire crew of the Rideout, were transferred to the 
Medeator. The Mary Rideout probably sank soon 
after she was abandoned. The rescued crew saved 
little besides the clothing which they bad on at the 
time. They appeared to be suffering from the ef- 
fects of overwork, but soon began to recover under 
the eare which they received on board the Nor- 
wegian vessel. Capt. Gibson, of the Mary Rideout, 
reports that he sailed from Pernambuco for New- 
York with a cargo of sugar on Nov. 19. Severe 
weather was encountered after passing the equa- 
tor, and during a rough gale the rudder was 
broken. Capt. Gibson put into Barbados on Dee. 
6 for repairs. The United States Consul there is a 
brother of Capt. Gibson's wife. A mew rudder 
was soon put in, and the bark left Barbados on 
the 18th. For over a fortnight the weather was 
comparatively favorable, but on New Year's 
Day it began to blow heavily, and soon 
there was a terrific hurricane. Sail was shortened, 
but the bark rolled heavily among the heavy seas. 
She strained violently and begantoleak. Large 
waves swept over the decks, which were constant- 
ly under water. A huge sea struek the vessel's 
stern, and carried away the newrudder. She now 
drifted before the wind and sea. After raging 
with terrific violence for eight hours the hurricane 
began to abate, although it was still blowing 
heavily, and the sea was very high. The pumps 
were manned, and the sailors kept at their posts 
during the night, although the decks were complete- 
ly submerged. The depth of water in the hold 
inereased on the 2d, notwithstanding the efforts of 
the crew to free the hold from water. During the 
following nighé the leak gained so rapidly that 
Capt. Gibsen decided to abandon his vessel at the 
first opportunity. The sea wasstill rough, and in 
her unmanageable condition the bark drift- 
ed about helplessly. Next day the Me- 
deator was sighted and signals of distress 
were made. The sailors were almost ex- 
hausted from their constant labor at the pumps, 
They say they were treated with great kindness 
while on board the Medeator. That vessel 
anchored in the stream yesterday afternoon. The 
shipwrecked seamen will apply to the British Con- 
sul to-day. They will soon be sent to their homes 
if berths cannot be found for them on British ves- 
sels now in port. The Mary Rideout was a double- 
decked bark, and measured 456 tons. She was 
built at St. Andrew's, New-Bruuswick, by her own- 
ers, Murchie & Sons. She was thoroughly repaired 
in 1880, and was regarded as perfectly seaworthy,

COLLISION BETWEEN TUG-BOATS, 
A collision occurred in the East River op- 


“posite the South ferry house, on the Brooklyn 


side, shortly before daylight yesterday. The tug- 
boat R. W. Burke, Capt. Dellevargne, was bound 


down the river for a tow which she had been en- 
gaged to take through Hell Gate. One of the 
Gamecock tug-boats, with several barges in tow, 
had just left the Brooklyn side and was evidently 
bound down the stream. Capt. Dellevargne did 
not see the barges in time to avoid them, and a col- 
lision ensued. The Burke's side was stove in, and 
she began to fill rapidly. Capt. Dellevargne headed 
his vessel toward the Brooklyn side, but within 
five minutes after the collision she sank. Her 
crew, five men all told, were obliged toswim to 
one of the piers close at hand. The Gamecock tug- 
boat did not offer any assistance. Mr. Chapman, 
of No. 75 Seuth-street, has contracted to raise the 
Burke, which lay all day yesterday near the South 
ferry slip, with her smoke-stack and flag-staff out 
of water. She is owned by the Greenpoint Towing 
and Lighterage Company, of No. 60 Beaver-street, 
who yaluo her at $9,000. She was not insured. 
Capt. Dellevargne says the blame rests entirely 
with the Captain of the Gamecock tug-boat.

THE UNION LEAGUE CLUB. 

ELECTION OF A NEW BOARD OF OFFICERS— 
NEW-YORK’S WATER SUPPLY CONSID- 
ERED, 

The Union League Club held its annual 
meeting last night at the club-house, Fifth-avenue 
and Thirty-ninth-street, and the attendance of 
members was very large. A new board of officers 
was elected, there being no opposition to the 
ticket of candidates reported last month 
by the Committee on Nominations. In the 
general meeting of the club, the Hon, Ham: 


ilton Fish presiding, a resolution was adopted 


amending the by-laws so as to increase the limit of 
membership from 1,500 to 1,600, thus making place 
for 100 new members. It is reported, however, that 
there are severai hundred applicants for member- 
ship on the rolls already. It was also resolved 
to increase the annual dues of resident mem- 
bers from $60 to $75, and of non-resident 
members from $40 to $45. .The ladies’ an- 
nual reception has been fixed for Jan. 26. 
A resolution was adopted approving of and com- 
mending Gov. Cornell’s Message, delivered in July 
last, vetoing a bill passed by the Legislature, en- 
titled ‘‘An act to provide a supply of pure and 
wholesome water for the City of New-York.” The 
resolutions also advocated the construction of a 
third storage reservoir for the supplying of the 
City with water. to be built-in the Val- 
ley of the Croton River, the one on the 
East Branch to hold a_ supply for the 
City for 45 days at the rate of 95,000,000 gallons 4 
day. It was also resolved that the club urge the 
passage by this Legislature of an act empowerng 
the Governor to appoint, with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, a board of five Commissioners 
to consider the subject of the water supply 
and distribution for the City, the board 
to make its report, with recommenda- 
tions, to the present Legislature, providing, 
however, that any authority to constructa new 
aqueduct be given tosuch commission instead of 
to the Commissioner of Public Works, and that in 
any act so passed the authority. be limited to the 
construction of a single aqueduct, to be as spe- 
cifically defined asto its cost and capacity as the 
nature of the work reauired will admit.

THE CASE OF J. LLOYD HAIGH. 
WHY A NOLLE PROSEQUI WAS ENTERED IN 
FIGHT INDICTMENTS, 

District Attorney McKeon appeared before 
Recorder Smyth, in the General Sessions Court, 
yesterday, and moved that a nolle prosequi be 
entered on the eight indictments pending against 
J. Lloya Haigh, formerly an extensive manufac- 
turer of wire at No. 81 John-street, now serving a 
term in State prison. Haigh was arrested in Janu- 
ary, 1880, on a charge of having forged acceptances 
on drafts for large amounts, which were negotiated 


freely, and, as alleged, caused the suspension of | 


the Grocers’ National Bank. Nine indictments for 
forgery were presented against the accused, but he 
was released on $25,000 bail at the request of his 
creditors, on the representation that he could give 
valuable aid in winding up the affairs of the con- 
cern of which he was the head. After arranging 
his affairs, Haigh, in August, 1850, appeared in the 
Court of General Sessions and pleaded guilty. 
Judge Gildersieeve sentenced him to four years in 
State prison, and he was removed to Sing Sing. 
On this sentence he is entitled to the usual com- 
mutation of one year for good conduct, so that he 
now bas on!y about one yearand seven months to 
serve. Recently efforts were been made to obtain 
from Gov. Cornell a commutation of Haigh's sen- 
tenee, but the Governor, it is stated, positively de- 
clined to interfere. Yesterday Assistant District 
Attorney Fellows received the following letter 
from ex-District Attorney Rollins: 

“Shortly before my retirement from office as Dts- 
trict Attorney I wrcte tothe Governor in reply to a 
letter received from him touching a application for 
pardon of one J. Lloyd Haich. A c@y of that letter 
doubtless appears on the files of your office. { am in- 
formed by a brother of Haigh, who 
been making efforts to obtain his 
that the Governor has refused to take 
action whateverin the premises unless the untried 
indictments, of substantially even date with the one 
on whieh Halght was sentenced, are somehow disposed 
of. Asi wrote the Governor, [had no personal charge 
of the cases in question, but [ am informed by Judge 
Giidersleeve thatin imposing the sentence which he 
did he intended the punishment to cover all the de- 
fendant’s transactions which were made the subject 
of criminal chare, and that It was his understanding 
of the matter thatthe remaining Inaictments should 
not be brought to trial. Under the circumstances, 
therefore, | see no objection to enter @ nolle pros. as to 
that.” 

Following the letter of Mr. Rollins was a written 
certificate of Judge Gildersleeve to the effect that 
the statements in reference to his understanding of 
the case and his action therein were correet. On 
one of the indictments appeared the following in- 
dorsement by District Attorney McKeon: 

“Yor the reasons stated in the communteations 
(herewith filed) of ex-District Attorney Rollins and 
Judge Gildersieeve, and by leave of the court, I hereby 
consent to the entering of a nolle pececas on the 
eight indictments pending against J. Lloyd Haigh.” 

On this state of facts Recorder Smyth ordered 
that a nollie be entered on the indictments. It is 
probable that the application to the Governor for 
a commutation of Haigh’s sentence will new be 
renewed,

BURNED OUT A SECOND TIME. 
THE FURNITURE FACTORY OF BROWN & 
BLISS PARTIALLY DESTROYED. 


A policeman pessing the building Nos. 379 
and 381 West Twelfth-street soon after 9 o'clock 
last night noticed smoke streaming through tho 
crevices of the doors and windows. He ranto the 
nearest alarm-box and sent out an alarm. 
The firemen were prompt in their response 
to the summons, and when they burst open 


the doors found that a great fire was burning 
fiercely inthe centre of the building. It had evi- 
dently originated from some unknown causa near 
the boiler in the basement, and had burned through 
to the upper floors before it was discovered. 
The buildings are of brick, five stories 
high. No. 3879 is 200 feet deep, running 
through to No. 120 Jane-street,. No. 381 
is 100 feet jin depth, and is a_ separate 
building connected by an archway with the ad- 
joining structure, the opening being closed by 
jron doors. Both buildings are oceupied by Brown 
& Bliss, manufacturers of furniture, and were 
filled from the basement to the roof with 
materials of the most inflammable nature. 
The flames made rapid progress, and the firemen 
were obliged to send ont a third alarm 
and several special calls, to which 13 steamers and 
7 hook and ladder trucks responded, under com- 
mand of Chief Bates. The flames being chiefly in 
the centre of the building, the firemen found great 
difficulty in bringing the streams of water to 
bear on the fire, as it was impossible to 
enter the buiiding owing to the intense 
heat and dense smoke. The flames’ spread 
rapidly irom floor to floor, and when they 
reached the varnishing-rooms on the fourth and 
fifth floors buret out with great fury, threatening 
the entire building with destruction. The 
factory is surrounded with tall tenement- 
houses and small frame dwellings, and 
it was at one time feared that the entire block 
would be destroyed. It was one of the most ob- 
stinate fires that the firemen have had to contend 
with for many months, but they finally succeeded 
in confining the flames to tke building in which 
they had originated. At 11 0’clock the flames were 
considered under control, and some of the most 
distant companies were relieved and sent back to 
quarters, but it was not until 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing that the fire was entirely extinguished. 

Mr. C. F. Bliss, of the firm of Brown & Bliss, 
said that the stock in the building was valued at 
$50,000. He could not set a value on the ma- 
chinery, but estimated the entire loss of the firm at 
$40,000. The finished furniture in the part shut off 
from the main portion of the building by iron 
doors was not damaged, except by water. 
As nearly as he could ascertain, the entire in- 
surance was $25,000. One hundred men were em- 
ployed in the factory. Brown & Bliss were burned 
out in December, 1880, at No. €8 Monroe-street, 
and then sustained aloss of $100,000. The owner 
of the building is Warren Ward, of Fort Washing- 
ton, and it could not be learned for how much he 
was insured,

children, Mr. Brace addressed the audience relative 
to the work of the Italian schools, particularly the 
Leonard-street institution. The latter had 700 
pupils, and there were 500 little Italians in the 
other schools of the society. The schools 
had graduated many thousands of Italians 
of both sexes, all of whom, as far as 
could be learned, had been able to gain 
a good respectable livelihood, while some had 
worked their way to high posts. The graduates of 
the school made honest, moral, industrious, and 
publie-spirited citizens, and through the aid given

JUVENILE OFFENDERS. 


A DECISION OF JUDGE LAWRENCE AS TO 
THEIR CUSTODY AFTER CONVICTION. 
The Board of Managers of the House of Ref- 
uge decided November last not to reeeive youths 
convicted of petty offenses and sentenced to that 
institution for specific periods. The Managers 


claimed that under their charter they were not 
bound to accept the temporary guardianship of 
such children, but were entitled to have the unre- 
stricted custody of them, and to be the sole 
arbiters asto when their detention should cease, 
The Police magistrates did not agree with the 
Managers and continued to eommit to the House 
of Refuge for specific terms of imprisonment chil- 
dren convicted of misdemeanors in the Court of 
Special Sessions, The Superintendent of the House 
of Refuge refused to receive the children, and the 
Sheriff had to take them back to the Tombs and 
keep them there, notwithstanding that a law pro- 
hibited their detention in the Tombs after their 
conviction. Among the children thus treated was 
Morris Lewinski, who was convicted of petit lar- 
ceny. He was taken from the Tombs to the Su- 
preme Court upon a writ of habeas corpus, and 
ex-Goy. Gilbert C. Walker moved for his dis- 
charge upon the ground that his illegal detention 
in the City Prison had entitled him to be released. 
In the argument upon this motion the merits of 
the controversy between the Managers of the 
House of Refuge and the Police Justices were dis- 
cussed. Messrs. Robinson & Scribner appeared 
for the Managers, and contended that a commit- 
ment for a specific period was void, and that the 
words fixing the period of detention were mere 
surplusage, and hence the Managers might, if they 
chose, receive a youthful convict under sucha 
commitment and detain him as long as they saw 
fit, the detention, of course, not extending after 
he reached his twenty-first year. 

Judge Lawrenee decided yesterday, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, that Lewinski had been imprep- 
erly confined in the Tombs after his conviction, 
and that he was entitied to his diseharge. 
As the right of Lewinski to his liberty 
was the only question before him prover- 
ly, Judge Lawrence refused to pass defi- 
nitely upon the merits of the controversy between 
the Managers of the House of Kefuge and the Po- 
lice Justices, butsaid: ‘* Under the fourth section 
of chapter 496 of the Laws of 1881 I think it may be 
argued with much force that the House of Retuge 
is, an institution authorized by law to reeeive chil- 
dren on final commitment, and to receive or de- 
rive compensation tLerefor from City or County 
authorities, and that therefore the institution was 
bound to receive the ‘relator on the commitment 
of the Court of Special Sessions.” 

The result of this decision will be the discharge 
fromthe Tombs not only of Lewinski, but also 
that of allthe other youthful convicts who have 
been held there since the Superintendent of the 
House of Refuge refused to receive them under 
the commitments of the Special Sessions Justices. 
It is likely that an application will be made to the 
Supreme Court by the District Attorney for a man- 
damus to compel the Managers of the House of 
Refuge to receive and guard children under such 
cemmitments. Upon this application the right of 
the Managers to disregard the commitments will 
be finally determined.
